“WAITING.” 


It ig the “city problem,” the same which 
gradually has forced the large churches 
farther and farther from the business dis- 
trict, that has cast a cloud over South Con- 
gregational church. 

“T have been fighting against the inevita- 
ble for seven years,” said Mr. Thorp last 
evening. ‘‘ One by one the old church mem- 
bers have moved out of the district, farther 
south, giving way to a transient population— 
many of them good church people, but they 
cannot take the interest in the church's wel- 
fare that the stable residents used to. Hence 
arise financial and membership problems, I 
have made progress in my work, but am at 
the end of the rope, and thought perhaps a 
new man could cope with these problems 
better than 1.” 


Must Relinquish the Helm. 

Previously Mr. Thorp had issued a church 
letter to his parishioners, in which he said: 

“ To those of you who are familiar with the 
strength and weakness of South church and 
with the changee which have taken place in 
recent years in its constituency, I do not need 
to enter into any detailed analysis of the 
reasons which make it evident that the time 
has come for a change in its administration 
and leadérship. 

* Against the adverse tide, of which the 
increasing financial difficulty has been the 
clearest indication, I have thus far kept the 
good ship under way, by one shift and an- 
other, until we at last have reached the point 
where I feel that I must relinquish the helm. 
We are no longer making headway, the sails 
are flapping a little, and there is every indi- 
cation that the ship must go about upon an- 
other tack.”

WAVANA, Sept. 25.—American intervene 
tion In Cuba seems to be unavoidable.

Then he hopes to induce the congress to ac- 
cept the resignations of President Palma and 
Vice President Capote, if those two officials 
persist, and then provide for a provisional 
government, pending a new election for 
president and vice president. | 

If this plan fails, then Secretary Taft will 
notify President Roosevelt that Cuba's case 
is hopeless, and that armed intervention by 
the United States is necessary. | 


Then Marines Would Land. 

A proclamation from President Roosevelt 
announcing the necessity for the interposition 
of the United*States in the affairs of Cuba 
under the authority of the Platt amendment 
would follow. The fleet would immediately 
land marines and bluejackets and take pos- 
session of Havana. 

A provincial form of gévernment would 
have to be established at an hour’s notice, 
and a responsible capable man placed at the 
head of every department. 

The task would be an enormous one, but 
the business interests of Havana have con- 
fidence in Secretary Taft's great executive 
ability and feel sure that he would start 
matters aright. 


How the Crisis Arrived. 

The crisis in the situation had its inception 
at the meeting between Secretary Taft and 
President Palma at the palace last night, 
when Mr. Taft first laid before the Cuban 
president and cabinet the terms of peace of- 
fered by the liberals. 

Mr. Taft felt that the way was clear to an 
easy settlement of the trouble. He went to 
the palace merely to talk over the terms with 
President Palma, Vice President Capote, and 
Secretaries O’Farrel, Montalevo, and Fonte 
Sterling. To his astonishment his reception 
was frigid, and he was soon aware that there 
with little hope at that meeting of coming to 
an amicable settlement. 


Attacks Roosevelt Policy. 

As soon as Mr. Taft had stated what as 
peace commissioner he had done to obtain 
the desires and points of compromise from 
the revolutionists Secretary of State O’Far- 
ril began a bitter attack on the Roosevelt 
administration, taxing it with bad faith in 
not supporting the Palma government and 
complaining that it had intervened to over- 
throw it and support the outlaws. 

In a dignified reply the astonished Amer- 
joan peace ambassador denied these allega- 
tions and tried to calm the flery Cuban 
premier, remarking that at times patriots 
were required for the love of country to give 
up power, and that it often was the test of 
petriotism. 


Palma Shows Anger. 

At this President Palme exclaimed that 
it was not for any American to give him les- 
sons in patriotism, and that he was ready 
and intended to resign. The vice president 
and each of the secretaries declared a sim- 
ilar intention. 

When Messrs. Taft and Bacon left the pal- 
ace at 11 o’clock it was agreed that they 
should put the result of their interviews with 
the Mberals in writing, with such suggestions 
for acceptance as they might choose to make 
and submit it to Palmainthe morning. They 
spent the whole night at the legation pre- 
paring this document and at 9 o’clock it 
wemt to the palace. In short order came the 
refusal of the government to entertain any 
of the propositions and also a letter from 
President Palma saying that he would pre- 
sent his resignation to congress at its next 
session. This would be on Friday. Later 
Vice President Capote called to say he, too, 
had resigned. 

Taft’s Letter to Palma. 

A résumé of Secretary Taft’s letter to 
President Palma has been made public. 

The letter appears to indicate that there 
was illegality in the elections on Sept. 23, 
1905, and also on Dec. 1, 1905. It adds that 


@bout 15,000 men are in arms in the republic. 


A majority of the people appear favorable to 
the revolution. Secretary Montalvo had 
stated to the commission that the govern- 
ment was unable to dominate. 

Finally the letter says, although the govern- 
ment might end the revolution by armed 
force, it could not prevent immense damage 
to praperty by war. 

The letter praises President Palma for his 
management and for having raised thecredit 
of Cuba and adds that the commission con- 
siders necessary his continuation at the head 
of the government, and that constitutional 
order would suffer if he did not remain. He 
should not resign. Even if the liberal party 
had@ not withdrawn from the elections Presi- 
dent Palma would have been elected 


New Elections Urged. 


Regarding the elections of new members of 
eongress, provincial councils, and a vice pres- 
ident, the latter says that it cannot be decided 
exactly who would have been elected to these 
offices if the liberals had not withdrawn, and 
suggests the resignation of all the function- 
aries elected at the last election with the 
exception of President Palma, the electorate 
being convened for a new election on Jan. 1, 
1907. Resignations should be made immedi- 
ately by the senators and representatives and 
by the governors and counselors fifteen daye 
later. 

The letter proposes that new municipal elec- 
tions be held on Jan. 1. 

The resignation of the present cabinet is 
recommended, as is also the drawing up of an 
electoral law and municipal laws immediately 
by a committee of lawyers of both parties, 
presided over by an American lawyer. 

Organic laws and laws governing the judi- 


“@Qlary and civil service are also recommended. 


The letter concludes by saying it is feared 
that the solutions indicated might induce 
President Palma to resign, but he might sug- 
gest other solutions, and the American tom- 
missioners would do all they could to accept 
them. Even if this could not be done, Presi- 
Gent Palma is asked to make one more sacri- 
floe and remain president. 

To this letter Sefior Palnia replied that the 
proposals were not acceptable, and that his 
decision to resign was unchangeable. 

All the secretaries and all chiefs of depart- 
ments have resigned. President Palma has 
fesued a special decree convening congress on 
Bept 28. 

Up to American Rule. 

Gen. Freyre Andrade, speaker of the lower 
house, made the following statement on be- 
half of the government officials: 

“It the Americans wish to take our gov- 
ernment and give it to the rebels they may do 
so, but not with our consent. Weshall never 
consent to the holding of new elections. It 
would not only be a great injustice but if the 
rebels won Cuba would have the worst ele- 
menis in control, and if the government won 
we would have another revolution on our 
hands.” 

The general was asked what would be his 
solution of the problem, and he replied, dis- 
tinctly and impressively: 

“I see only one satisfactory way out of 
it, for the United States to take contro] of 


_ Cuba for one or two or possibly four years. 
~The right kind of government here cannot 
survive now without such control. There 


must be a reconstruction period after the 
civil war. Yielding to the rebels now cannot 
bring contentment and reliability and would 
only antagonize all the better elements, 
which, as it is well known, side with the 
moderates.” 

While the developments recorded today are 
profoundly serious, the outward appearance 
of things was distinctly peaceful. This was 
the quietest day yet at the American legation. 
where the commissioners have been holding 
their hearings.

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ANGRY AT PEACE TERS, 


PALMA AND ADVISERS BREAK 
OFF ALL NEGOTIATIONS. 


Rage of the Moderates Increased by 
President Roosevelt’s Cablegram 
Advising Acceptance of Plan Of- 
fered by Secretary Taft—Meeting 
at Which Proposition Is Discussed 
Is Stormy, and Government Lead- 
ers Give Exhibition of Bad Temper.

HAVANA, Sept. 25.—President Palma and 
all his advisers were angry when they 
learned the basis of peace approved by Sec- 
retaries Taft and Bacon, and all negotiations 
were broken off-after a short conference last 
night. 
The feeling at the palace seemed even more 
bitter today, when the news spread that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt had cabled Palma advising 
him to accept the terms proposed by Secre- 
tary Taft. Upon its receipt Palma held a 
long conferencg with several political friends, 
including Senator Ricardo Dolz, Senator José 
Frias, Vice President Domingo Mendez Ca- 
pote, and Gov. Emilio Nunez. Vice President 
Capote expressed a willingness to resign im- 
mediately, but there was’ some question 
among the others about the proper course to 
pursue. Most of them believe all members 
of the moderate party should abandon their 
offices as soon as the president's resignation 
is accepted, leaving it to the Americans to 
take up the reconstruction of the entire gov- 
ernment upon finding every office in the land 
vacant simultaneously. 


Moderates Repudiate Terms. 
After the consultation at the palace a meet- 
ing of the moderate party was held at Sen- 
ator Dolz’s residence in Empedrado street. 
All present expressed the greatest disgust 
at the proposition made by Secretary Taft. 

“The commissioners,’’ said Vice President 
Mendez Capote in the course of a violent 
speech, “ have pronounced the rebels to be 
right, as they have shown by their acts that 
they (the American commissioners) believe 
there was justification for the uprising.” 

“ All moderates should give up their offices 
without resignations,’’ exclaimed Rodriguéz 
Accosta. ‘**‘ We should not accept the terms 
offered. Let the Americans do as they deem 
proper. Their principal anxiety seems to 
have been to disarm the armed forces of the 
government.” 

“TI shall not resign my post of honor in 
the chamber of representatives,” announced 
Freyre de Andrade, president of that body. 
“I stand ready to surrender only to the 
rebels by shots, if they have enough force to 
compel me. I shall back yp my words atthe 
opening of congress by unmasking the rebel 
culprits, showing who is guilty for the pres- 
ent situation.”’ 

“All that we must retain is our honor,”’ 
said Senator Dolz. ‘* That we can save only 
by surrendering our offices.”’ 

Gov. Nunez has called a meeting of the 
national party for tomorrow. He said to- 
night he would resign, and that he had no 
doubt all of his followers in Havana 
province would take the same course and 
leave the Americans a free hand. 


Palma Pounds the Table. 


A member of the present government said 
tonight that the meeting between Secretary 
fWaft and President Palma last evening was 
a stormy one. Secretary Taft said in sub- 
stance: “I came here, not to investigate 
last year’s elections, but present conditions. 
I find the entire country in arms and the 
government without authority. It cannot 
control the island. Consequently, I believe 
the best solution of the difficulty is to ob- 
tain the resignation of all the moderate 
office holders.”’ 

Paima rose from his seat, brought down 

his fist on the taole; and declared that the 
proposition was outrageous. 
Secretary Taft kept his ‘chair, but he, too, 
pounded the table with his big hand and 
continued to exprees his views till the end, 
when he took a curt leave and went to his 
waiting automobile. 


Talk of Provisional President. 


The general belief is there will be a Cuban 
provisional president, under American armed 
intervention. The names most frequentiy 
mentioned for the presidency are Hernandez 
Barreiro, president of the Supreme court, and 
Gen. Menocal, h-ad of the Veterans associa- 
tion, who has worked from the outset to re- 
establish peace. Menocal’s friends declare he 
Goes not wish the office, as he prefers to re- 
main in the management of his big sugar 
estate and attend to his private business in- 
terests. Although he would lose financially, 
it is generally assumed he would accept if he 
‘could have full authority, though not with 
powers curtailed, as the rumors say they 
will be. 

Many frantic appeals for protection of 
lives and property are pouring into Ha- 
vana from every section of the island. 
Anarchy exists throughout the interior. The 
government has made no pretense of exer- 


cising control the last fortnight: The ineur- 


gent leaders have the greatest difficulty in 
holding their own columns in check and have 
not attempted to do more. Bands of mounted 
negroes are taking advantage of these con- 
ditions to loot private houses and to sack 
scattered settlements. 

L. C. Koop, who has just arrived here, re- 
ports that conditions are exceedingly bad in 
the Manicaragua valley in Santa Clara prov- 
ince, where many Americans have property. 
The insurgents roam through the province, 
taking what they need and often destroying 
what they cannot remove. Bandits follow- 
ing in their wake commit ali manner of 
atrocities. Women fear to leave their homes. 


Will Have to Leave Cuba. 


In behalf of the American settler Mr. Koop 
came to Havana toask for notice in the event 
of a decision of the commission not wholly 
favorable to the liberals, so the Americans 
can leave the country before the torch is ap- 
plied. Everywhere Americans are petition- 
ing to have marines landed to watch all their 
Sugar estates if there is further fighting. 

The Agrarian league of Cienfuegos, com- 
posed largely of Spaniards, has asked the 
United States to protect their property. As 
evidence of the lack of discipline of the in- 
surgents, Mr. Koop says the Americans 
tried to send four cart loads of tobacco into 
Cienfuegos. They were stopped on the road. 
The owner then tried to obtain written per- 
mits from three rebel chiefs to pass the to- 
bacco. The insurgents said they would not 
allow anything to pass into Cienfuegos, per- 
mit or no permit. So the tobacco was left to 
spoil in the rain. 

Normal B. Dickson, manager of the Cuba 
Central railroad, arrived today from Sagua. 
He said the damages to his road already 
mount ‘o more than $17,000. He states that at 
La Jas, Ranchuelo, Palmira, Banos, and 
Camarones the rebels have burned two loco- 
motives, seventeen freight cars, and one 
passenger train. If hostilities are renewed 
the insurgents say they will burn Sagua sta- 
tion, where freight valued at $1,000,000 is 
stored. 

Conditions in the neighborhood of Havana 
are becoming intolerable. As no regular 
supplies have as yet been sent to the insur- 
gents, they are killing whatever live stock 
they can lay hands on, including oxen worth 
from $100 to $150. They are wasting consid- 
erable, when they could be fed for com- 
paratively a small sum. All fowls and pigs 
in the section have already disappeared. 

There is a constant danger of the clashing 
of the regular troops with the rebels. Atthe 
request of Secretary Taft, Pino Guerra al- 
lowed a body of rural guards under Perico 
Delgado to pass through his ranks at Puta 
Bravo. There is said to be great personal 
enmity between Delgado and the rebel leader, 
Baldomero Acosta, so it was necessary to 
place a distance between them. 


GETTING READY TO SEND ARMY. 


Transport Sumner Goes Into Commis- 
sion—Merchant Steamers to Be Char- 
tered to Carry Troops to Cuba. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 25.—Plans for the 
transfer of troops from the United States to 
Cuba in the event of the failure of Secretary 
Taft's mission to bring about a peaceful solu- 
tion of the trouble in the island republic have 
been completed. 

The fina] step was taken tonight, when the 
transport Sumner, now lying at the New 
York navy yard, was putin commission. The 
Sumner is in readiness for the immediate 
embarkation of troops. Negotiations are 
already under way for the acquisition of mer- 
chant steamers to be used as transports. 

That the events of today have hastened 
plans which have been long in preparation 
seems apparent. Additional warships will 
reach Cuba within a few days and will be 
ready to land marines if necessary long be- 
fore the regular troops now awaiting orders 
can be moved. Should armed intervention 
come these forces will undoubtedly form the 
vanguard of the invading army. 


Battleships Sail for Havana. 


Boston,: Mass., Sept. 25.—The battleships 
Indiana and Kentucky of the north Atlantic 
fleet sailed for Havana at 7 o'clock this even- 
ing. The vessels -took nearly 500 marines, 
the entire number attached to the north At- 
lantic squadron. Both vessels were cheered 
as they passed through the fleet on their 
way around the cape. 

The battleship Rhode Island today received 
orders to sail for Havana as quickly as possi- 
ble. Coal lighters were rushed alongside 
the big ship and the work of coaling at once 
commenced, while stores and provisions 
were hurried aboard. 

The auxiliary cruiser Prairie, which will 
be commissioned Monday, has had an un- 
usual number of steam launches and big 
boats assigned to it. 

The navy yards at Charlestown and Ports- 
mouth, N. H., and the training station at 
Newport, R. L, received telegraphic instruc- 
tions from Secretary Bonaparte directing 
that every available marine be sent to Phila- 
delphia forthwith. 

A detachment of marines left the navy yard 
at Portsmouth during the afternoon. and it 
was planned that they would meet a full com- 
pany from the Charlestown yard at Boston. 
From the naval station at Newport sixty 
men were dispatched. y 


Hurry Orders at Annapolis. 


Annapolis, Md., Sept. 25.—Hurry orders 
were received at the naval academy marine 
barracks from Washington this afternoon. 
The exact nature of these orders could not be 
learned. The less important gates to the 
academy, which are guarded by marines, 
were ordered closed at once, however, and 
squads sent out in the town looking for such 
marines as were on the liberty list. It is un- 
derstood that there will be a movement of the 
local marines, bound ultimately for Cuba. 


Funston Off for Havana. 

Tampa, Fla., Sept. 25.—The steamer Oli- 
vette, with Gen. Fred Funston on board, 
sailed for Havana at 9 o’clock this morning, 
almost thirty-six hours after its scheduled 
time for sailing.

Prelimi- 
nary arrangements were made during the 
day and orders were issued to the following 
ships to go to Havana with all dispatch: The 
battleships Kentucky and Indiana; which 
sailed today from Provincetown, R. I., and 
which carried 500 marines collected from the 
fleet; the battleship Georgla and auxiliary 
cruiser Prairie, now at Boston; the armored 
cruiser Brooklyn, in reserve at League Island 
navy yard; the second class battleship Texas, 
in reserve at the Norfolk navy yard; and the 
triple screw cruiser Columbia, which is 
bringing Secretary Root from Cartagena, 
Colombia, to Hampton roads. 

When these vessels reach their destination 
» the United States will have in Havana har- 
bor a fleet consisting of two squadrons, the 
first of seven battleships and the second of 
nine cruisers, all modern vessels and capable 
of landing 7,000 men, not including the 
marines. It was intimated that Secretary 
Taft had suggested it might be wise to send 
the entire North Atlantic fleet, but such 
action, if contemplated, will not be taken 
until after target practice next week. 


Can Land 8,500 Men. 

The ships which under the orders given 
today will proceed to Havana will carry 
1.200 marines, besides their regular com- 
plement of bluejackets. In addition, Brig. 
Gen. ElNott will organize another regiment 


of marines, comprising 1,300 men, which will 
be ordered to the island if the situation re- 
quires it. All told, the navy will be able to 
place between 8,000 and 8,500 men ashore 
whenever Secretary Taft gives the word. It 
was learned today that instructions con- 
cerning landing are contained in the single 
sentence: “Obey the orders of Secretary 
Taft.” 

Brig. Gen. Billiott was anxious to assume 
command of the marines in Cuban waters, 
but Acting Secretary Newberry deemed his 
presence in Washington essential, and he 
therefore selected Col. Littleton W. T. 
Waller, commanding the marine barracks 
at Norfolk, Va. The marines to be sent 
later will be commanded by Maj. W. C. 
Neville. 

Col. Waller unquestionably is one of the 
bravest and most efficient officers of the 
marine corps, and Secretary Newberry 
could not have made a better selection so 
far as fighting effectiveness is concerned. 
He served with distinction during the Phil- 
ippine insurrection, participating in the cam- 
paign in the island of Samar, of which he 
showed possession of high qualities of gen- 
eralship, especially in guerrilla operations. 

This campaign included a march across 
the’ island in pursuit of insurgent bands. 
Convinced that his native guides were mis- 
leading him, he tried them by court mar- 
tial and shot them himself, subsequently 
being court martialed for the act in spite 
of the awful suffering he had undergone in 
his effort to lead the survivors of his com- 
mand from the wilderness into which they 
had been plunged. 

It was this court martial that prevented 
him from being named commandant of the 
marine corps, althougn he was acquitted 
of the murder, which was the charge made 
against him. 

Col. Waller is best known to the country, 
however, for the part he played fin the ex- 
pedition sent to Peking during the boxer 
revolt in 1900. He was ever in the forefront 
and was highly commended by Gen. Chaffee, 
commanding the American division, and re- 
ceived an advance of numbers in recogni- 
tion of his gallantry. 


Sigsbee May Command Fleet. 

The fleet in Cuban waters is attaining such 
proportions that the department is seriously 
considering the advisability of dispatching a 
flag officer toassumecommand. The vessels 
now are under the command of Capt. Al- 
bert R. Couden, commanding the battleship 
Louisiana. There is no hostile fleet, however, 
to combat, and it is not in the province of a 
flag officer to direct operations ashore. For 
this reason Rear Admiral Evans, commander 
in chief of the North Atlantic fleet, will not 
go to Cuba. ' 

But the authorities have in mind Rear Ad- 
miral Charles D. Sigsbee, who commanded 
the Maine when that battleship was blown 
up im Havana harbor in 1898. Rear Admiral 
Sigsbee displayed such tact in addition to 
his heroism on that terrible occasion that 
he won the hearts of the Cuban people. He 
might have some influence in deterring them 
from embarking upon a senseless war against 
the United States. 

But he is admired for more than his service 
in connection with the Maine and his subse- 
quent service during the war with Spain. 
Rear Admiral Sigsbee was in command of 
the squadron which was sent to Santo Do- 
mingo to establish American fiscal interven- 
tion. Although the Dominicans of Monti 
Cristi had sworn that an American collector 
should not be installed at their port without 
bloodshed, Rear Admiral Sigsbee, by his 
knowledge of their character, succeeded in in- 
ducting the American collector into office 
without the firing of a shot. 

The Deminicans have much the same char- 


acter as the Cubans. Both peoples like to be 
treated with exaggerated courtesy and re- 


spect. Rear Admiral Sigsbee appreciated 
their feelings and considered them. He would 
make concessions in ‘small matters, but 
showed force where necessary, and compelled 
them to give in whenever the dignity and in- 
terests of the United States were at stake. 
It is unfortunate that he has only a few 
months more to serve on the active list. or 
by now probably he would be under prepara- 
tory orders to Havana.

STOCKHOLM, Sept. 256.—The American le- 
gation, although not the direct object of the 
outrage, had a narrow escape from being 
blown up by Finnish refugee revolutionists, 
who were arrested here on Sept. 22. It was 
only saved by the arrest of the conspirators.

darkness fell on Atlanta tonight the popula-

Up to a late hour the day was compara~ 
tively devoid of incident, after the lynching 
of two more negroes and @ raid on Browns- 
ville and Clark university, in which 267 ne- 
groes were arrested and a wagon load of arms 
eaptured, in the early morning. Through- 
out the day newspaper offices and police sta- 
tions were flooded with rumors of fresh out- 
breaks, but all of the stories proved untrue 
on veri tion. 
‘ Today’for the first time it was possible to 
estimate with some degree of accuracy the 
casualties since Saturday night's outburst of 
savagery. So far as they have discovered, 
officials say, eighteen negroes and one white 
man were slain, while the death of one white 
woman, Mrs. Robert P. Thomson, from 
shock, also is included in the list. 


Negro University Raided by Troops. 

Following the attack on a force of county 
police late last night, it was decided to raid 
what is known as Brownsville, including 
Clark university, an institution for negroes, 
which has in the past received large support 
from northern philanthropists. With two 
companies of state militia, the governor’s 
horse guards, and a force of county police 
and citizens specially sworn in as deputies, 
Maj. Williamson disposed his force during 
the late hours of the night, surrounding with 
a skirmish line the entire section, covering 
about fifteen acres. 

“When daylight came,” M4j. Williamson 
said today, “.and the negroes emerged from 
their homes they were ordered to hold up 
their hands. Not a shot was fired by the 
troops, the only shot being fired by a citizen 
deputy, which wounded a negro in the foot. 
The too zealous officer was placed under ar- 
rest for disobeying orders. In this way about 
400 negroes were captured, including pro- 
fessors and students of Clark university, and 
other negroes not connected with the institu- 
tion. About 100 were locked up. 

‘“‘One of the first to be arrested was J. L. 
Price, the negro postmaster, who is charged 
with supplying ammunition to negroes.” 


Two More Negroes Lynched. 

While the raid on Browneville was in prog- 
réss two negroes were killed in another and 
distant part of the city by three policemen 
who had been sent to stop them shooting. 

During the day four companies of state 
militia from outside points entered the city, 
Gov. Terrell saying the order was given asa 
matter of precaution rather than from any 
pressing necessity. 

At a law. and order massmeeting this after- 
noon $8,600 was raised for the benefit of mob 
victims and a committee of five was named 
to take charge of relief work. 

Resolutions were adopted, which ,after de- 
ploring the recent mob violence, denounce the 
killing of innocent men and call on law 
abiding citizens to put down the turmoil; 
demand that the authorities act rigorously 
without regard to expense or force; insist that 
assaults on white women be stopped at what- 
ever cost; call for the punishment of mob 
members, and declare that the city should | 
care for the wounded and bury the dead of 
both races.

These had been sent to New York to awalt 
Olson’s arrival and with them in his posses- 
sion he reviewed the facts again with the 
banker and now is in position to proceed 
against the men whom Stensland charges 
with complicity in the bank wrecking. 

From what Mr. Olson says it is apparent 
that these men are mostly the gambling 
friends of Hering. Several of the employés 
of the bank are said to be implicated in the 
forgeries and Olson telegraphed instructions 
to Chicago this morning, ordering that cer- 
tain men be examined, 

Stensl@nd told Olson that he had notes 
marked for identification, those forged by 
Hering personally. Notes forged by other 
men who were acquainted with Stensland’s 
misdeeds in the bank and used this knowledge 
as a protection for their own crimes alsd 
were marked by the banker, who said that 
by looking over them he could tell exactly 
who was guilty of each particular forgery. 


Tab Kept on Other Thieves.

posed to be done in the shirt sleeves, they 
gave Stensland the full benefit of “ the sys- 
tem.’”’ 

Detectives Downing and Diefenthaler went 
out of their way to work harmoniously with 
the Chicagoans, and none of the police offi- 
clals made any trouble except that caused by 
red tape. About six miles of this was used to 
wrap around Stensland and his custodians, 

Stensland had been assigned to a cell at 
Mulberry street, to which he was conducted 
as soon as he had finished a long talk with his 
son and Mr. Olson last night. He found 
that he could not sleep and complained of the 
bed. The police told him that he would have 
to be treated just as any other prisoner and 
that the bed was as soft as any contained in 
the Mulberry street hostelry. 

It was too hard for Stensland, however, 
even after his experiences in Tangier, and 
he spent the night sitting in a chair. In 
the morning he was given his prison fare, 
which he would not eat. At 10 o’clock the 
regular “‘functions” of the detective head- 
quarters began. 

Stensland, in a room full of crooks, “‘ loft” 
thieves and pickpockets, was lined up for 
inspection. Inspector McLaughlin led his 
squad of alert thief catchers into the room 
and proceeded to put the prisoners through 
their paees, making them show their gaits 
and display their characteristics. 


“Wise’’ Sleuths Take Stock of Him. 

* This,”” said McLaughlin, pointing to the 
figure of the Chicago banker who was trying 
to shrink away from a dock thief on one side 
and a pickpocket on the other, “ is the Chi- 
cago man wanted for a $2,000,000 job in a 
bank.’’ 

The detectives crowded around the banker 
and made mental notes of his appearance, 
he endeavoring to stand the ordeal as best 
he could. One acute New York thief catcher 
made a discovery at this juncture. 

“This man used to have a full beard,” he 
said, “he shaved it off and has grown @ 
mustache.’’ 

From this inspection Stensland was taken 
to the record room to have his photographs 
taken, sitting for a full view and profile. 
In the last month the police have added 
thumb prints to their identification records, 
and Stensland’s were taken, along with his 
measurements. He then was ready for the 


} trip downtown to the criminal courts build- 


ing to appear before an assistant district 
attorney and sign a waiver if he wished to 
go back to Chicago without protest. 
Detective Sergeant Downing took him out 
the Mott street entrance of the station and 
ran immediately into a camera squad and 
a big crowd of interested children: Stens- 
land was hurried through the street, pur-

to Fourth avenue, where he was put on a 
ear for the criminal courts. 


Signs a Waiver Willingly. 

There he was taken before Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Charles Lockwood, where tho 
formalities of the transfer to the Chicago 
authorities were completed. < 

Attorney Lockwood informed Stensland of 
his privileges under New York law—either to 
sign a waiver and be handed over without 
further delay or to be taken before a justice 
of the Supreme court, the New York equiva- 
lent for an Illinols Circuit court judge, and 
there be examined for the purpose of-estab- 
lishing his identity as Paul O. Stensland. 

‘Il am Paul O. Stensland,”’ said the banker, 
“and my only object is to get back to Chi- 
cago as rapidly as possible.”’ 

“In that case,” sald Mr. Lockwood,’ “ all 
you have to do is to sign this waiver.’’ 

Stensland signed it immediately and then 
was turned over to Detective Joseph Kinder, 
representing the state’s attorney's office in 
Cook county. The Chicagoans had still four 
hours to remain in New York, and having no 
place where Stensland could be detained 
other than In a hotel, took him to the Breslir, 
where they had been stopping. Me was taken 
to Mr. Olson’s room and lunch was ordered 
for him. ~ a | 

The management, learned that it had the 
banker as a guest and soon objected, not 
because of Stensland but because of the 
number of men who had occasion to be in- 
terested in his movements and who were fol- 
lowing him, The manager of the hotel asked 
Mr. Olson not to permit Stensland to be in- 
terviewed in the lobby, where he would at- 
tract the attention of all the guests, and 
admitted that there would have been no 
grief if he had not been brought there at all, 


Buys a Hat, Saves the Old One. 

Mr. Olson was so willing to oblige him in 
this respect that he immediately denied to all 
and sundry that Stensland was in the hotel 
and might have been successful in carrying 
out his stratagem if the banker had not been 
brought downstairs inopportunely by De- 
tective Downing, thus making it impossible 
for one:-to believe both what his ears and his 
eyes told him. 

Stensland had made the trip in a straw hat 
and he was tired of it. He wanted a winter 
hat, not an expensive winter hat, he told 
Downing, a $2 hat would donicely. Downing, 
being acquainted with the town, thonght he 
could find the place better than Kinder and 
for this reason he wasintrusted with the care 
of the prisoner. 

Two hours before train time they set ferth 
and found a hat store where the purchase 
was made. It showed a queer kink in Stens- 
land’s mind that with all the affairs which 
one would suppose he would have to bother 
him, still- wanted to preserve the straw hat. 
He had it wrapped up and carried it with him. 


Detective Kidnaps Him for Lunch. 


Lunch had been ordered for him at the 
Breslin, but when the management began to 
ebject to the circumstances attending his 
presence there some doubt as to his getting 
the food had arisen and he and Downing had 
left the hotel before the tray got to the room. 

Stensland was beginning to want some- 
thing to eat pretty badly and the detective 
took him to a restaurant. 

After the meal they started for the train, 
walking south in Broadway. An acquajnt- 
ance of the banker, passing on a car saw him 
and jumped off to speak to him. 

‘You are going back to Chicago,”’ said the 
acquaintance. 

“ Yes,”’ said Stensiand. “Iam going back 
willingly, but it’s a hard thing to happen to 
@ man at my time of life.” 


All He Got Was $500,000, He Says. 

The only statement Stensland made dur- 
ing the day was as follows: 

“I made some bad investments and they 
did not act as quickly es I thought they 
would. The mam under me—the cashier, I 
mean—took advantage of the sftuation and 
he got more than I. All I got was $500,000, 
but I don’t know what the other man got. 

“The money I went away with was a 
few thousand dollars that I made in a real 
estate speculation last summer. I had al- 
ways been in hope of paying the money 
back, but I suppose ail ie lost. I am not 
feeling well now, as I am suffering from 
asthma. I want to get back to Chicago just 
as quickly as possibie.”’ 

Stensland was quizzed early in the after- 
noon by a number of Chicago reporters, 
but not a fact not printed in Tun TRIBUNE 
from two to three weeks ago was elicited. 
The main object of inquiry seemed to be 
to discover the source of THE TRIBUNE’s 
tip which ted to the capture, and Stensiland 
was asked gravely if he knew “who be- 
trayed him.’’ The ludicrouseness of the ques- 
tions appealed to the captive, and a quiet 
gsmibe fiitted acroes his pain marked counte- 
nance. 

Captors and Caveroc in Odd Meeting. 

A remarkable coincidence occurred in the 
Grand Central depot. Just as the captors of 
Stensland were passing through the gate they 


-collided with a man bound for the train. 


Mutual apologies wert halted when the three 
men looked each other in the face, for the 
third was Asst. Supt. Caveroc of the Pinker- 
ton agency, who chased Stensland, but ar- 
rived in Morocco just forty-eight hours too 
late. 

The trio had parted in Tangier three weeks 
previously with mutual expressions of hope 
that they would meet again some time. Mr. 
Caveroc went to Paris, where he was held 
up for ten days because of inability to get 
steamer accommodations. He sailed eight 
days ago on the Savole. His boat and the 
Prinz Adalbert.entered New York harbor 
together and just off quarantine were so close 
that faces were almost distinguishable. 

By. another freak of fate all three men 
went to the same hotel, but did not meet 
until they were rushing for the train,

State's Attorney Healy yesterday indicated 
that sensational developments may follow 
thick and fast upon tHe arrival of P. O. Stens- 
land in Chicago at 8:30 o’clock this morning. 
Practically the entire detective force at the 
immediate disposal of the state’s attorney 
was engaged in secret investigations. 

Mr. Healy did not attempt to deny that As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Olson has furnished 
him with the names of the men accused by 
Stensland of being’ in the bank looting busi- 
ness. Stensland’s only hope in turning | 
State’s evidence Iles in the possibility of 
future clemency by the pardon board. 

“I want Stensland here before I talk,” 
said Mr. Healy. “If there fs truth in his 
allegations, we want to be able to prove 
that it is so. I expect that he will be put 
Im a cab as soon as he arrives here and 
brought to my office, where I shal} be waiting 
for him at 9 o’clock. Then he will have an 
investigation. Just what will be done de- 
pends on Stensland.” 

Mr. Healy stated that he is not. ready to 
make any further inquirles of the former 
employés of the bank. Among the visitors 
at his office in the afternoon was Mrs. Mary 
C. Pfeifer, 582 Thirty-seventh street. Al- 
though her visit was masked by secrecy, it 
was learned that she was interrogated about 
the mortgage for $800 which she purchased 
from the bank and which Hering is believed | 
by attorneys for Receiver Fetzer to have 
turned to his own account. Mrs. Pfeifer 
showed the state’s attorney enough papers 
to show that the mortgage is held by her, 
although the records of the bank say it was 
redeemed by ‘the bank. 


Barbour Off to Meet Stensland. 

It is likely that Stensland will spend the 
early hours this morning in examining alleged 
forgeries on the train. Assistant State’s At- 
torney Barbour left Chicago at 2:80 in the 
afternoon with a boxful of them aggregat- 
ing $950.000. It was his intention to meet the 
train bearing the isoner at Cleveland at 
2a.m. Mr. Barbotr expected to put Stens- 
land’s contention that he is responsible for 
only $400,000 of shortage to a severe test by 
making him explain the signatures. 

The prime object of the trip is to get Stens- 
land’s version of the paper before he can be 
approached in Chicago by the men under 
suspicion of helping to loot the bank. 

It has been discovered that John Gullick- 
sen of the bank’s staff of employés appar- 
ently executed two mortgages on property 
that did not belong to him. ccording to the 
records of the bank, Hugh L. Mason gave a 
mortgage of $1,200 on four lots in block Gof 
Mason’s subdivision. The trust deed was re- 
leased without the notes being paid. On June 
24. 1904, Gullicksen appears to have given a 
first mortgage for $3,000 and a second mort- 
gage for $2,800 on two of the four lots. Since 
that time $1,050 has been paid on the mort- 
gages. 

The attorneys for the receiver, who are in- 
vestigating the matter, consider it peculiar 
that an employé of the bank receiving $75 a 
month should be dealing so extensively in 
real estate, 

The Mount Olive Cemetery company is pe- 
titioning to have two notes for $10,000 each 
set aside. The money from the notes is al- 
leged to have gone into Stensland’s private 
account, “‘ 409.” 

‘‘All Bunk,”’ Says Hering. 

Henry W. Hering, the former cashier of 
the bank, gloomily reviewed the findings of 
the receiver in connectiom with questionable 
deals, and from his cell im the county jail 
sent forth the comforting comment that they 
are ** bunk.*’ 

“ Stensland is four flushing in New York, 
an@ four flushing badly,’ declared Hering. 
“He is trying to creep out from under as 
far as he can and avold punishment. Of 


course, he lays all he can to me. We shall 


see what he does after he gets here.”’ 

Hering asserted that he does not look for- 
ward with keen anticipation to the coming 
of Stensland. It was said at the jail that 
Stensland probably will be placed in a cell 
on the fifth tier, the tier om which cell 511, 
occupied by Hering, is situated. 

Judge Windes has continued the hearing 
of the suit brought by State Auditor McCul- 
lough for the appointment by the Cfreult 
court of a receiver for the bank until today, 
when he probably will seta timeforit. Re- 
ceiver Fetzer is ready to pay another divi-

No Indorsement for Bryan. 

At alate hour tonight no definite agreement 
jad been reached on the platform to be pre- 
sented to the convention. It is practically 
certain, however, there will be no indorse- 
ment of William J. Bryan as a candidate for 
president or of his government ownership 
theory. The Bryan men tried hard tonight to 
get the subcommittee that is building the 
peculiar platform to be adopted to put in such 
am indorsement, but without success. 

The subcommittee of platform builders is 
made up of Bourke Cockran, who is chair- 
man of the committee on resolutions and 
who will second the nomination of Hearst; 
Norman E. Mack, Thomas F. Pearsall, Frank 
Mott, John Lynn, and E. G. Sutherland. 
Neither side can be said to contral this sub- 
committee. 

When it came to acting on the Bryan reso- 
lution the Hearst men combined with some 
of the others and vote: against indorsing 
Bryan as a candidate for president. Asasop 
to the Bryan men it was decided to have a 
mention of Mr. Bryan in the platform. It 
will consist of a recital of some of Mr. Bryan’s 
good deeds and will then indorse him as a 
good citizen and an example for his country- 
men. 

It was decided also to have a plank favor- 
ing local optiom in the matter of municipal 
ownership and operation. This the Hearst 
men have expressed themselves as satisfied 
with. There will be nothing more radical 
than this except am attack on corporations 
. S@Vage enough to satisfy the Hearstites, and 
yet with nothing like socialism in it. 


Hearst and Murphy Rule. 

Since they Captured the state committee at 
1 o'clock this morning, the Hearst-Murphy 
combination has been in complete control of 
thé democratic state convention machinery, 
In less than half an hour today all the 
preliminaries of temporary organization were 
disposed of. Lewis Nixon of New York, the 
temporary chairman, made an appeal tor 
harmony which was applauded more than 
any other utterance, although the conven- 
tion could not be termed a wholly enthusias- 
tic ofie so far. 


Three Powerful Committees for Hearst. 


Hearst is recognized to have the whip 
hand, having gained control of § the 
three important committees appointed at the 
first session of the convention, the commit- 
tees on contested seats, which will decide 
contests in twenty districts, involving sixty 
Votes; the committee on platform and reso- 
lutions, and the committee on permanent or- 
ganization. 

Hearst has not had at any time during the 
Preliminary work of the convention more 
than 106 delegates. Murphy, or Tammany 
Hail, could not deliver a solid delegation to 
him. Senator McCarren’s solid delegation of 
sixty-nine delegates was pledged to Justice 
Gaynor. The Kings county democrats, under 
‘their leader, Senator McCarren, were un- 
afraid and they held a caucus of the delega- 
tion. Mr. Murphy did not dare to call his 
Gelegation in caucus. 

Both Murphy and Hearst knew that it was 
necessary to have 226 votes in order that 
Hearst should be indorsed by the convegtion 
and that the rest of the Hearst-Murphy ticket 
could be nominated. 

Confronted by this situation, knowing that 
they could not get the necessary 226 votes, 
Mr. Murphy and his friends and Mr. Hearst 
and his friends had no other course but first 
to capture control of the democratic state 
committee, which they practically did at 1 
o'clock this morning by a vote of 24 to 23, 
which carried with it the selection of the 
temporary chairman, Lewis Nixon. 


Gets Control of Contested Seats. 

The next step was to capture control of the 
committee on contested seats. There are 
fifty members of this committee and the vic- 
tory of the Hearst-Murphy people in the 
state committee, even by so slender a ma- 


jority as that mentioned, practically gave 


- them a majority in the committee on con- 
tested seats 

The actual factional completion of the com- 
mittee on contested seats was shown this 
afternoon when Senator Thomas Francis 
Grady was elected its chairman by a vote of 
26 to 20. Senator Grady is first of all a loyal 
follower of Mr. Murphy, which at this time 
has carried with it the support of Mr. Hearst. 

Hearst's capture of the committee on con- 
tested seats paved the way for seating the 
contesting delegates from twenty-three dis- 
tricts, the greater number of them in ac- 
cordance with the Murphy-Hearst program. 
‘Not in years has there been a meeting in 
connection with any state convention which 
aroused the interest that this one did. Will- 
lam F. Sheehan'and Senator McCarren, the 
Kings county leaders, led the fight for the 
anti-Hearst forces and used all their 
strength to prevent the deal going through, 
but it was a losing fight. 


Tammany Rallied to Hearst. 

State Senator Grady rallied the Tam y 
members for Hearst until they all vote@as 
they had been instructed. William J. Combs 
of Buffalo: did the same thing with the up 
state men secured by the Hearst canvassers. 
The combination was too hard to beat, and 
on a test vote on the election of Grady as 
- @hairman of the committee the Hearst side 
‘Won by 26 votes against 20.

ASK ROOSEVELT TO PUNISH 
SUGAR TRUST FOR BANK CRASH. 


Receiver of Philadelphia Trust Com- 
pany Contends Machinations of the 
Combine Forced Segal to Wall. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 25.—President 
Roosevelt is in possession of evidence fur- 
nished by Receiver Earle of the Real Estate 
Trust company, which is expected to result 
in proceedings by the department of justice 
against the sugar trust. Prosecution may 
be instituted under the Sherman law, charg- 
ing the American Sugar Refining company 
with conspiracy and restraint of trade in 
forcing out of business a sugar refinery built 
by Adolph Segal, whose borrowings are 
blamed for the collapse of the trust company. 
The refinery was erected with the money ob- 
tained from Frank K. Hipple, president of 
the bank, who committed suicide. The re- 
finery is now one of the assets of the re- 
ceivership. 

Segal and his counsel have taken the posi- 
tion that he was a solvent man, ruined by 


acting in the best of good faith, and will, if 
he gets justice, be enabled to liquidate his 
indebtedness. 

Receiver Earle held a protracted conference 
today with C. E. Hotchkiss of New York, a 
lawyer representing the American Sugar Re- 
fining company, several directors of the Real 
Estate Trust company, and counsel for Segal. 
Mr. Parle said the question of whether he 
st ld proceed against the so called trust 
unuer the provisions of the Snerman act or 
under the state law was discussed, but not 
definitely settled. The receiver evaded a 
question as to whether criminal action would 
be instituted against the sugar combination. 


DEDICATE HARVARD SCHOOL. 


Completion of Marble Addition for Med- 
ical Instruction Marked by Big 
Celebragion. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 25.—The new white 
marble buildings of the Harvard Medical 
school, the biggest addition to the univer- 
sity in its history, were dedicated this after- 
noon. The exercises, which were held in 
front of the administration building, con- 
sisted of: Prayer, the Rev. Dr. George A. 
Gordon, pastor of the Old South church; 
“The Enlarged Foundation,’’ Dr. John Col- 
Ifms Warren, Mosely professor of surgery; 
presentation of the buildings, Charles Aller- 
ton Coolidge, representing the architects; 
accepting the buildings, President Charles 
W. Eliot; *‘ The Faculty of Medicine,’’ Dean 
W. L. Richardson; ‘“‘ The Laboratories,”’ Dr. 
Thomas Dwight, Parkman professor of an- 
atomy; “‘ The Clinics,’”’ Dr. Frederick Chee- 
ver Shattuck, Jackson, professor of clinical 
medicine; dedication, President Eliot. 


‘FOREIGN MEATS OUTSIDE LAW. 


Department of Justice Rules That They 
Do Not Have to Undergo Fed- 
eral Inspection. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 25.—A decision has 
been reached by the department of justice 
that the meat inspection law does not apply 
to foreign meat products shipped into this 
country. The question was raised by im- 
porters.” 

The department of agriculture held that the 
law applied to these products and that it 
permitted inepectors to pass on them prac- 
tically as they should pass on domestic meat 
products. The question was referred to the 
department of justice for an opinion. 

The opinion was prepared and submitted 
to Attorney General Moody, who concurred, 
it is understood, in the opinion prepared by 
the department. 


BLAME RAILWAY, NOT COAL MAN. 


Mine Owner Testifies Before Commerce 
Commission in Salt Lake City That 
‘Rates Cause High Prices. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Sept. 25.—That the 
railroads are to blame for the high price ard 
periodical shortage of coal in Sait Lake City 
was the canclusion drawn from the testi- 
mony before Commissioner Charles A. 
Prouty of the ifiterstate commerce commis- 
sion today. Mark NMopkins, who operated 
two coal mines at Cumberland, Wyo., said 
that coal could be placed in cars at Wyoming 
and Utah mines for $1 a tom and allow a 
reasonable profit. The present price on 
board cars is $2aton. Salt Lake City deai- 
ers pay $3.75 for the coal laid down and the 
consumer pays $5.25 a ton.

At the same time Woodruff’s friends were 
saying that the pro-Higgins forces would 
retire to the trenches of Woodruff if driven 
from Bruce. 

The conference broke up at midnight with 
no definite decision. 

Mr. Barnes said that Parsons and Odell 
were standing for Hughes. Bruce seemed to 
be dropped entirely out of consideration by 
the real Higgins men for Woodruff on the 
idea that a stronger stand could be made on 
Woodruff than on Bruce. 

One of those who attended the conference 
after it was over declared that Hughes’ nomi- 
nation was an impossibility in any event, 
even if his name was presented to the cor- 
vention, because so many upstate leaders 
were opposed to him. This led to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Parsons would need the 
services of the “ big stick,’’ wielded in mod- 
ern Roosevelt style, to save his candidate. 


Bitter*Fight Over Platform. 

The platform committee did not finish its 
work until late tonight. There was a bitter 
fight over the adoption of a plank dealing 
with the subject of governmental regulation 
of trusts and corporate interests and activi- 
ties in general, but the plank was finally 
voted in by a narrow margin. It is under- 
stood that this portion of the program carries 
out some of the president’s most radical ideas 
and several members of the committee ex- 
pressed the fear that, it would precipitate a 
fight on the floor of the convention. 

The platform also recognizes the existence 
of a national peril from the direction of 
socialism and calls upon the party to present 
to this danger a solid front. 

In other respects it ts stated the document 
as agreed upon will present no surprises. 
It is a standpat affair as predicted with re- 
gard to both national and state administra- 
tions. The name of Hearst is not mentioned 
in it, 

Mr. Parsons is responsible for the sfate- 
ment that President Roosevelt believes that 
Mr. Hughes would make an excellent candi- 
date. Mr: Parsons said further that he knew 
of no other man of whom President Roosevelt 
has expressed a like opinion. This being 
true, observers of the situation here ques- 
tioned the sincerity of the support of Gov. 
Higgins, his personal and political friends, 
N. V. V. Franchot, the state superintendent 
of public works, and Francis Hendricks, who 
has been the original Bruce man here, asthe 
spokesman for the Higgins kitchen cabinet. 
These three men would abandon any candi- 
date for governor they favored should Presi- 
deat Roosevelt request them to do so. 


Nothing but Black, Friends Say. 

Friends of Frank S. Black were saying all 
the day long that nothing could come out of 
this situation but Black. They argued that 
while Mr. Black would not even admit he 
would accept a unanimous nomination for 
governor, if the nomination came with- 
out it being necessary for Mr. Black to be an 
avowed candidate he would accept. Friends 
of George W. Aldridge of Rochester said 
that Mayor James Goold Culter of Rochester 
might be injected into this gubernatorial 
situation. 

It was stated that President Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler of Columbia university, at the 
request of President Bush of the Rochester 
university, had agreed to present Mayor Cut- 
ler’s name for the consideration of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt upon the idea that a man of 
standing in the business community would 
meet the needs of the situation as a candi- 
date for governor. But tonight no word has 
been received from either of the two college 
presidents as to the rest of their efforts. 


Hendricks Talks to Leaders. 

After the convention adjourned Francis 
Hendricks took it upon himself to organize a 
conference, 

Messengers were dispatched to various 
leaders and ina short time there assembled in 
Mr. Hendricks’ cottage Mr. Franchot, Sec- 
retary of State John F. O’Brien, Herbert 
Parsons, William Barnes Jr., Timothy L. 
Woodruff, George W. Aldridge, Col. J. T. 
Mott, and Natiqnal Committeeman William 
L. Ward of Westchester. 

All of the leaders present wanted Mr. Par- 
sons to agree to a candidate for governor, to 
be selected by the conference. Mr. Parsons 
laughingly refused to abide by any such de- 
cision. William L. Ward said he had heard 
from the president through the president’s 
secretary, William Loeb Jr., who had said 
that the president would stand for any can- 
didate for governor nominated by Gov. Hig- 
gins and his friends. This apparently means 
that Mr. Parsons will be for Mr. Hughes to 
the end. : 


Hughes’ Name a Certainty. 

The other republican leaders throughout 
the state seem to recognize this. In fact, 
Mr. Parsons told the members of the can- 
ference that Mr. Hughes’ name would be 
presented to the convention tomorrow. 

As the regult of the conference it was ap-

‘* Nate was abusive to me and that is why 
‘we ceased living together,’’ Mrs. Sawyer 
testified. “Im October, 1904, he choked me 
until his mother interfered. One time he 
threatened to kill me. Nateisa domineering 
man and a person with whom it was hard to 
live. In fact, he was not exactly a model 
husband.”’ 

George W. Marble, with whose family Mrs. 
Sawyer has lived since the separation, told 
the court that Mr. Sawyer had admitted to 
him that he choked his wife. 


Marks End of Romance. 


The Sawyers have one daughter, Ruth, 2 
years old, whose custody the mother asks, 
but Mrs. Sawyer does not ask any alimony 
or attorneys’ fees of her husband. 

Judge Honoré ordered that the testimony 
be prepared by the stenographer. It is ex- 
pected that a decree will be entered today. 

The romance had its inception in the elope- 
ment of the senator’s nephew and Miss Dick- 
erson Aug. 12, 1902. Miss Dickerson was then 
the adopted daughter of Horace W. Beek, a 
dancing teacher. She and Sawyer became 
acquainted when he joined one of Mr. Beek’'s 
classes. 

Mr. Beek objected to his foster daughter's 
marriage to Sawyer and the two eloped to 
Appleton, Wis., where they were married. 


Suit for Accounting Recalled. 

Mrs. Sawyer was never forgiven by her 
foster father, and when she returned a bride 
he closed his door against her. The couple 
arranged a pretty residence at 5832 Prairie 
avenue. 

Shortly after‘her return home Mrs. Sawyer 
learned that she was jointly the owner with 
her foster father of certain pieces of real 
estate. the income from which she charged 
he was enjoying without making an account- 
ing. She filed suit last year, demanding that 
the court award her $1,860. Mr. Beek replied

CHICAGO LIFE REINSURES 
ITS $6,000,000 OF POLICIES. 


Federal Company Takes Over All the 
Business—Other Concern Unable to 
Get on a Paying Basis. 


The Chicago Life Insurance company yes- 
terday reinsured all its business, aggregating 
about $6,000,000 of life insurance in force, in 
the Federal Life Insurance company of Chi- 
cago. The Chicago Life had addressed.a cir- 
cular letter to its stockholders proposing the 
issuance of new stock to build up its plant, 
but concluded in the face of present condi- 
tions it would require too great an effort to 
put its plant on a profitable basis. 

The Chicago Life was organized a few 
years ago as the Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Illinois,. with George W. Riggs as 
president. On his retirement La Verne W. 
Noyes was chosen president. 

The Federal Life wili now have $15,000,000 
of business on its books and $1,000,000 assets. 
Isaac Miller Hamilton is president. 

H. S. Duncombe, general counsel of the 
Chicago Life, who has been in charge of its 
agency department, becomes general attor- 
ney for the Federal. Carl T.-Prime, assist- 
ant secretary of the Chicago Life, will be 
auditor of the Federal. 

The Colorado department recently found 
the capital stock of the Chicago Life im- 


paired $44,000.

ARMOUR INSTITUTE SOPHOMORES 
ARRESTED BY POLICE. 


Second Year Students Round Up Fifty 
Freshmen in a Barn, Remove Part 
of Their Clothing, and Paint Them 
Many Colors—Uproar Disturbs Fu<- 
meral Services for Maurice Dunne 
and Patrol Wagon Raids the Riot- 
ous Assemblage of Youths. 


After a night of hazing of freshmen, thirty- 
two sophomores were arrested at 9:30 o'clock 


yesterday morning. The arrests were made 
at a barn in the rear of 3336 Wabash avenue, 
around which. some 3800 second year stu- 
dents were gathered. They had constituted 
themselves a bolsterous and riotous guard 
over nearly fifty freshmen héld in the barn: 

The new students were rounded up Monday 
night in the barn. There their hats, shoes, 
and coats and vests were removed and the 
boys were painted in stripes of yellow, red, 
green, blue, black, and other colors. From 
time to time during the night a few freshmen 
were turned out of the barn to startle early 
workers. 

Several cab drivers and milk men drove 
to the Stanton avenue police station and re- 
ported that maniacs were Joose in the dis- 
trict. Still, nothing was done until the Rev. 
Father E. M. Dunne, chancellor of the dio- 
cese of Chicago, made complaint to the po- 
lice. Maurice Dunne, father of the priest, 
died Sunday morning and the funeral was 
held from St. James’ Roman Catholic church, 
Twenty-ninth street and Wabash avenue, 
yesterday forenoon. The services at the 
Dunne residence, 3333 Wabash avenue, were 
interrupted by the students’ lawless uproar. 


Students Surround the Barn. 


On the complaint of Chancellor Dunne 
Lieut. Maurice Meore, with Sergeant Day and 
six policemen, drove to the barn in a patrol 
wagon. Students surrounded the building, 
and inside were the luckless “ freshies.”’ 
The hazers fled in all directions, but those 
who were not agile enough were seized and 
thrown into the patrol wagon. 

The doors of the barn were then opened and 
the night’s work of the sophomores was dis- 
closed. Inside were the first year students, 
standing, reclining, trying to sleep, or 
sprawling on the floor. All were quiet. Also, 
every one was discolored, either with paints 
, or dark bruises placed by fists. 

“What's this?’’ Lieut. Moore asked, enter- 
ing the barn. 

Such: of the mistreated students as were 
not too sore to move rapidly ran from the 
barn, gathering around the doors. Seeing 
their former captors prisoners, they closed 
in about the policemen and threatened and 
struck at the prisoners. All the prisoners 
were taken to the police station in the two 
trips made by the patrol wagon.

Delegates to League of Ameri- 


can Municipalities Gather 
in Chicago, 


WILL DEBATE OWNERSHIP 


This, the Big Question, to Be Left 
for Convention’s Last 


: 


Session. 


With nearly 1,000 mayors, aldermen, and 
other officials of cities and towns all over 
the United States and Canada in attendance, 
the tenth annual convention of the League 
of American Municipalities will be opened 
at 10 o’clock.this morning at the Auditorium 
hotel. 

The convention wil! continue until Friday 
evening with one Session a day and an elabo- 
rate entertainment program, the latter un- 
der the direction of City Statistician Hugo 
S Grosser. The principal business of the 
convention will be discussions of various 
problems of municipal government, ranging 
from municipal ownership to sewerage prob- 
lems and the value of woman’s suffrage to 
municipalities. 

Mayor R. G. Rhett of Charleston, 8. C., 
president of the league, will call the conven- 
tion to order, following which the invocation 
will be delivered by the Rev. Frederick BE. 
Hopkins. Then the address of welcome will 
be delivered by Mayor Dunne and a response 
by Mayor Rhett on behalf of the visiting 


delegates. 
Important Discussions Today. 


A number of important discussions are 
om the program fer today’s session, although 
a great deal of the time will be occupied by 
listening to reports of officers and commit- 
tees. Secretary John MacVicar of Des 
Moines, Ia., and Treasurer W. D. Morgan of 
Georgetown, 8S. C., will read their annual 
reports. 

The subject of municipal ownership, which 
has been reserved for the last day of the 
convention, will be the most important dis- 
cussion of the meeting. Mayor Dunne and 
many other prominent mayors and officials 
will take part in this part of the program. 

Mayor Rhett declared last evening that the 
present convention is the largest in the his- 
tory of the league. 

‘‘ We all are glad to be In Chicago with our 
convention this year,” said Mayor Rhett. 

* You have in Chicago every municipal 
problem of every American city except the 
negro question. Chicago also is remarkable 
for having overcome all these problems ina 
shorter space of time than any other great 
city on the continent. 


M. O. the Greatest Problem. 


* We in the south have the negro problem 
to grapple with. That is the greatest single 
problem there. Of course, I think municipal 
ownership is the greatest question now con- 
fronting the American people. I'am a close 
student of the question and am anxious to 
learn all about it. 

‘The question of municipal ownership also 
will be the greatest question discussed in the 
convention. In the city of Charleston there 
is no municipal ownership, because our city 
cannot raise the money for anything of that 
sort.”’ 

“ With most of the members of the league 
the question of municipal ownership is a 
problem not yet solved,’’ said Mayor George 
M. Hine of Poughkeepsie, N. Y. 

‘‘ Conditions d@iffer in each city. What may 
be good for Chicago may not suit the condi- 
tions in a small city like Poughkeepsie, for 
instance. It has its limitations and at pres- 
ent I am opposed to municipal ownership of 
street cars, but favor ownership of waterand 
light supply.” 

Greatest Meeting of League. 

“JT am satisfied that the presemt coven- 
tion will be the greatest the heague ever 
heid,”” said Louis Betz, controller of Bt. 
Paul. “ This is true both with regard to 
the number of delegates in attendance and 
the importance of the problems to be dis- 
cussed. Ownership probably will be the 
greatest single question discussed by the 
d@legates, and I understand Mayor Dunne 
will be a prominent figure in that.” 

Among the important subjects to be dis- 
cussed at today’s session are the “ Report 
of the Committee on Uniform Municipal Re- 
ports,’’ Hugo 8. Grosser; ‘‘ The Influence of 
Taxation on the Prosperity of Cities,”’ Law- 
son Purdy, secretary of the New York Tax 
Reform aseociation; “‘ The Influence of San- 
itation on Morality,’’ Dr. C. J. Whalen, com- 
missioner of health, Chicago. Mayor Becker 
of Milwaukee will not speak tonight, as had 
been announced.

Entertainments for Delegates. 

Following the business session, the dele- 
gates will be given an automobile ride 
through the park and boulevard systems, 
ending at the White City, where dinner will 
be served this evening. The automobile 
parade will be the largest ever seen in Chi- 
cago, more than 200 machines having been 
provided. 

Z. P. Brosseau and Joseph, Beifeld are in 
charge of this part of the entertainment. 
The parade will leave the auditorium at 8 
Pp. m. 

The program for tomorrow's session in- 
cludes a discussion of “‘ Franchise Condi- 
tions of the city of New York,” by Harry P. 
Nichols, assistant engineer of the bureau of 
franchises of New York, and the “* Municipal- 
ization of Street Railways in Toronto,” by E. 
Coatsworth, mayor of roronto. Miss Jane 
Addams of Hull House, Chicago, will discuss 
“The Value to Municipalities of Woman's 
Suffrage.’ 


Ownership Debaté Comes Last. 

The great M. O. debate has been reserved 
for the last session of the convention. Prof. 
Frank Parsons of Boston will lead the dis- 
cussion in favor of M. O. and Prof. Frank H. 
H. Roberts of Denver university will present 
the opposition views. Mayor Dunne and 
many other advocates of M. O. will be heard 
during this debate. 

Thursday afternoon will be spent in visit- 
ing the stockyards, the drainage canal, and 
other points of interest in the city, followéd 
by theater partiesintheevening. Seats have 
been reserved for the delegates in all down- 
town theaters. Friday afternoon the dele- 
gates will be given a lake excursion on the 
steamer Puritan. Refreshments will be 
served on board. : 

An elaborate souvenir program, the work 
of City Statistician Grosser, will be distrib- 
uted among the delegates this morning. ‘The 
program is in book form, giving a history of 
Chicago, portraits of the officers of the

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RETURNS FROM A VISIT OF FOUR 
MONTHS IN EUROPE. 


Declares Englishmen Are Superheat- 
ed with Excitenient Over President 
Roosevelt’s Efforts to Simplify 
Spelling and Are Uneasy Over the 
Continuous Large Shipments of 
Gold to the Unitea States—France 
Now Looking for Investments Here 


Lambert Tree, one of Chicago’s pioneer 
©-tizens, returned yesterday from a four 
months trip in Europe filled with some new 
ideas on, European affairs. He was amused 
by the attitude of Englishmen toward Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's spelling reforms, and he 


declared the financial situation in England: 


and France is marked by “ considerable ner- 
vousness,” incidentally pointing out Amer- 
ica’s strong prosperity. 

Mr. Tree's visit was in the nature of a 
pleasure trip, but he made numerous obser- 
vations of the trend of affaires in England, 
Germany, and Belgium, where he spent the 
summer months, England he found uneasy 
over the money outlook. 


Disturbed by Outgo of Gold. 

“ There was considerable nervousness in 
Londom over the large flow of gold to this 
country,” said Mr. Tree. “ Onthe Carmania, 
in which I crossed, was carried $15,000,000, 
The Bank of England put up the rate to 4 
per cent and a day or two.later advanced it 
to 44% per cent with a view to checking the 
stream of gold to American vaults. 

“It is difficult to see how it can be pre- 
vented, though, when the balance of trade is 
in our favor to the extent of $500,000,000 or 
more. 

“There is also éonsiderable uneasiness in 
France, owing to the enormous amount of 
Russian securities which that country is 
carrying. But then there is no end to 
France's money. What is not in the coffers 
of the Bank of France is distributed all over 
the country in the stockings of the old women. 
France actually is turning to this country 
for investments, a thing which it never has 
done before to any great extent. . 


Vexed by Spelling Reform. 

‘The English seem to be deeply wounded 
that President Roosevelt or anybody else 
in America should undertake to change the 
English language. The president was at- 
tacked by Englishmen everywhere—at a din- 
ner party, inthe public offices, in the drawing 
room, en the trains, and even on the steam- 
ship-—for having the presumption to ‘ change 
our language.’ That's the way they put it. 

‘“‘It was in vain to assure them that the 
president, although a powerful ruler, and 
an energetic man, was not vested with the 
power to change the language of his country, 
and that they ought to remember there had 
been many changes in the English language 
since the days of Chaucer and even of Shaks- 
peare. 

*‘ And it might even puzzle Englishmen to 
read the language which they now accuse 
Roosevelt of seeking to change as it was 
written in the days of Chaucer, and especially 
they would be shocked at the abominably 
bad spelling of Chaucer's and Shakspeare’s 
days as measured by the spelling of today.” 

Mr. Tree, who has been traveling back and 
forth to Europe for considerably more than 
forty years, declares he had never seen 
Europe thronged with so many Americans. 
He spent six weeks in England as the guest 
of his son and grandson. 


WRECK VICTIM REVIVES TOFIND 
HIMSELF LAID AMONG DEAD. 


David Green of Chicago Mistaken for 
Corpse by Rescuers in Minnesota 
Crash. 


St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—When 
David Green of Chicago, who was _.in the 
wreck on the Minneapolis and St. Louls road 
at New Prague, Minn., yesterday. recovered 
consiousness he found himself laid out with 
the dead beside the track with a cloth over 
his face and a letter found in his pocket ad- 
dressed to him lying on his breast. Green 
said today: 

“T never knew of the wreck till I woke up 
among the dead. I was asleep in the parlor 


' car when the crash came and was hurled 


against a partition and knocked senseless.

PHAGE AT WHITING PLANT 


STANDARD OIL COMPANY CON- 
SENTS TO RECOGNIZE UNION. 


Reinstates Officers of Firemen'’s Or- 
ganization Who Were Discharged 
and Agrees to Take Up Question of 
Increase in Wages—Boilermakers 
Still Out, but They Expect Early 
Settlement of Their Strike Follow- 
ing Adjustment of Larger Difficulty 


Peace was reached yesterday in the most 
important of;the Standard Oil company’s 
labor difficulties at Whiting, Ind., with a 
partial victory for the strikers. The “ oil 
trust’’ has agreed to reinstate the officers 
of the International Brotherhood of Sta- 
tionery Firemen who were discharged a few 
days ago, bringing about the strike, has 
recognized the union, and has agreed -to 
take up the question of the demanded in- 
crease in wages. The workers assert that 
[this is the first time that the Standard Oil 
company hase recognized any union. 

Before peace came the entire plant at 
Whiting practically was tied up. The wom- 
en who were employed in the candle factory 
either had walked out or were unable to 
get materials to work with, teamsters were 
without work, and every.department was 
at a standstill, either because of the walk- 


to secure the materials with which to work. 


Real Issue Revealed. 


The settlemént brought out the fact that 
the real issue was not the demands of the 
firemen for an increase in wages of 2% cents 
an hour, but the reinstatement of the seven 
officers of the local union who were dis- 
charged when the demands were presented 
a few days ago. 

General Superintendent Burton met a com- 
mittee of the strikers early in the morning 
and said that the company was willing to 
permit the officers who*had been discharged 
to return to work. He also agreed to take 
up the matter of the increase in wages at 
the headquarters of the company in New 
York. A meeting of all of the men on strike 
was called immediately in the Opera house 
for the purpose of voting on the question. 
»C. L. Shamp, international secretary, and 
James Cavanaugh, secretary and treasurer 
of the local union, and one of the men who 
had been discharged, addressed the strikers 
and advised them to go back to work under 
these conditions. -A vote was taken, and 
there was not an objection to the return to 
work. 


Boilermakers Still Out. 


This leaves the Whiting plant with a strike 
of 300 boilermakers, who have been out 
for several months. Representatives of this 
union say that the boilers have beome al- 
most useless: in the hands of the men now 
working them and that they expect that the 
present settlement will have an immediate 
affect in bringing about peace in their strike 
with favorable terms for the workers.

It was this democracy that made the gath- 
ering unique.

Groups of whispering, black coated men 
stood on the campus-.of the old cemetery 
whith Mr. Hitt endowed.

The people surrounded and 
overfiowed the house, so that it was decided 
to hold the services on the porch. From the 
elevation where the house stands the broad 
acres of the Hitt. homestead stretch out in 
golden flelds as far as eye can see. The sun, 
whica blazed there, just filtered through the 
trees upon the silent, sad faced throng. Noth- 
ing@proke the stillness but the humming of 
locusts and the champing of horses. 

Finally from the dark, flower laden parlor 
where the body of the statesman lay amid the 
simple offerings of his friends came the mel- 
ody of **‘Home, Sweet Home.’ ‘Then the 
Rev. Fred W. Nazarene of Rochelle read 
from the scriptures. Presiding Elder G. R. 
Vanhorne of Rockford, a friend of Mr. Hitt 
for forty years, delivered a short address. 


Characteristics of the Man. 

After giving a brief biographical sketch 
he said: 

‘Mr. Hitt never sold his birthright for a 
mess of pottage. He was a good citizen; he 
wus anupright man. He hada delicate sense 
of honor. On his fair name there had never 
been a taint of unrighteousness. Mr. Hitt 
learned his first lessons from the stalwarts 
of civil war days.. He sat at the feet of Lin- 
coin, and, following the great conflict, he 
was the adviser and confidant of the nation’s 
foremost men. In congress be displayed 
marvelous strength that was recognized by 
all thinking men. Outside of his political 
career he was a gentleman in the full sense 
of the word. He served his country well and 
was true to himself. Illinois suffers a severe 
loss, as does the nation, in the death of this 
man.” 

Prayer was offered by the Rev. W. lL. 
Whipple of the local Methodist church, where 
Mr. Hitt and his family sat every Sunday. 
After this the parlofs were opened and the 
body was viewed by hundreds. There was a 
short service at the cemetery. 


Some of Those Present. 

The pallbearers were all nephews ' of Mr. 
Hitt. They are Robert and Thomas New- 
comer, Walter and Howard Wagoner, and Jo- 
seph L. Rice. Mrs. Hitt and her son, William 
F. Hitt, a New York banker, were the only 
members of the immediate family present. 
Reynolds ‘Hitt, the other son, is in Rome, 
where he is attached to the American lega- 
tion. Two brothers, John W. Hitt and Emery 
Hitt, were present, and many other relatives. 

Among those who attended were four men 
who voted as delegates to return Mr. Hitt to 
congress in 1882. These men are B. F. Pulver 
of Rochelle, Johnson Lawrence of Polo, E. A. 
Irving of Rockford, and William Cox, now of 
lowa. The other twelve are dead. Others 
present were Judge JamesS. Barnes of Gales- 
burg, Gen. Smith D. Atkins of Freeport, Col. 
Thomas G. Lawler of Rockford, former dep- 
uty commander of the Grand’ Army; Con- 
gressman George W. Prince of Galesburg, 
Frederick L. Davis of Washington, D. C., 
Chief Justice CartWright of Oregon; Col. 
William Andrews of Rockford, Col. B. F. 
Sheets of Oregon, Postmaster G. W. Dicus 
of Rochelle, and Deputy Marshals G. O. Alien 
and Edward Marseilles of Chicago.

BIG FOUR ANNOUNCES PLANS 
FOR BUILDING LINK LINE. 


New Road Will Shorten the Distance 
from Eastern Illinois Coal and Oil 
Fields to Chicago. 


Official announcement has been made of the 
plans of the Big Four for the construction 
of fits new line from Evansville to Mount 
Carmel, Ind. It will be thirty miles long, will 
have double track, will cost $3,000,000, and 
will give the Big Four the shortest line to 
Chicago from the coal and oil fields of eastern 
Illinois. Work will begin in October and 
trains are expected to be running over the 
new track by Aug. 1, 1907. 

The annual report of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railway shows total 
earnings during the fiscal year ended June 30 
of $11,120,982, and net earnings from traffic 
of $2,766,069. Income from investments was 
$18,455. making a. total net income of 
$2,784,524. 

The report of the Hocking Valley railroad 
for the year ended June 30, 1906, shows gross 
earnings of $6,439,800 and net earnings of 
$2 258.0385. Expenditures for additions and 
improvements to property during.the fiscal 
year amounted to $89.256, and interest 
charges, less income from subsidiary com- 
panies and securities, were $485,100, leaving 
a net income of $1,673,677. Ascompared with 
the previous year gross earnings increased 
$426,594 and net earnings $312,721.

 SWIPCHMEN ASK MORE PAY 


DEMANDS. OF 22,000. EMPLOYES 
SERVED ON RAILROADS. 


Companies Approached Lie in Terri- 
tory Between Buffalo and Pacific 
_ Coast—Increase of 20 Per Cent in 
Wages and ai Big Reduction 
in Length of Working Days Want- 
ed—Engineers in Session at Great 
Northern Hotel Framing Schedule. 


Another railroad employés’ brotherhood, 
the switchmen, yesterday determined upon a 
joint move against the railroads of the coun- 
try for higher wages and a shorter working 
day. While the engineers were framing a 
new schedule of wages at the Great Northern 
hotel the switchmen were submitting new 
scales to the company. 

Twenty-two thousand men were represent- 
ed in the switchmen’s request. The roads ap- 
proached He in the territory from Buffalo 
to the Pacific coast. In Chicago the demands 
were made through a central - committee, 
headed by Daniel C. Smith of the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific road. 

The following noti¢e was served upon the 
manager of every railroad in Chicago: 

We, the committee of the Switchmen’s Union of 
North America, representing the, switchmen em- 
ployed on your system, réspectfully submit the 
following for your consideration, and demand that 
we be given a hearing on or before 12’ o’Clock 
noon, Oct. 25, 1906: 

Article 1. Eight hours to conetitute a day’s 
work at the following rates of pay: Foremen, 42 
cents an hour; helpers, 38 cents an hour. 
Overtime to be paid for at the above rates. Strict 
seniority to prevail, the switchmen longest in 
service shall have preference of positions. 


Scale a 20 Per Cent Increase. 

The scale proposed represents an increase 
in pay of about 20 per cent, with a shorten- 
ing of time from twelve, fourteen. and six- 
ee hours a day to a univérsal “‘ eight hour 

ay 

Samuel E. Heberling, first vice president 
of the union, who is in Chicago supervising 
the wage movement, said the démand was 
made on account of the increased cost of liv- 
ing and the growing danger attaching to the 
occupation. 

“The switchmen have had only one in- 
crease in wages in the last twenty years,’ 
he said. *‘ That amounted ‘to about 11 per 
cent. Living expenses have increased 48 per 
cent.”’ 

Mr. Heberling added that a larger propor- 
tion of the men received injuries in the work 
than formerly and that, on this account, in- 
Surance rates are almost prohibitive. He 
asserted that seven years is the average life 
of a switchman while engaged in the occu- 
pation. 

The switchmen’s move may meet with some 
opposition from the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, which organization controls 14,000 
Switchmen in the country. In Chicago it is 
said 1,700 of the 3,000 employés of this class 
are members of the latter union. 


Engineers Preparing a Demand. 

Committees of engineers from aii the west- 
ern roads, headed by Grand Chief Engineer 
Warren §. Stone, spent the day in confer- 
ence at the Great Northern hotel. It was 
said that a demand upon the railroads was 
being prepared by the engineers to be put into 
effect generally throughout the west. The 
meeting will be continued today. 


May Settle with Telegraphers. 

Following a -conference granted the op- 
erators employed by the Postal Telegraph 
compgny in the afternoon the strike situa- 
tion became less threatening.

PLEA OF AUTOISTS 
BRINGS A WARNING 


Austin Club Asks West Park 
Board for New Rules and 
Is Rebuked. 


MUST USE GREATER CARE. 


If Accidents Continue They May 
Be Barred from Parks and 
Boulevards. 


More stringent regulations to stop the 
maiming and killing of pedestrians, and if 
necessary the barring of automobiles from 
boulevards were suggestions at the meeting 
of the west park board yesterday. 


from the Austin Automobile club which at- 
tended the meeting to present a resolution 
relating to the regulation of traffic on the 
boulevards. The club’s plea was listened to 
with lively interest by horse owners repre- 
senting the West Side Liverymens and Un- 
» dertakers’ association who were present to 
protest against the reported purpose of the 
club to bar horse propelled vehicles from the 
boulevards on Sundays. 

After the proposed resolution had. been 
read President Eckhart spoke. 


Eokhart “Calls’’ the Autoists. 

“The number of automobiles in uge in the 
elty is increasing rapidly,"’ said he, “‘ andthe 
accidents are increasing as rapidly. More 
stringent rules regarding autos must be 
adopted and observed to stop the maiming 
and killing of people using the boulevards or 
it will result ultimately im automobiles being 
kept off the boulevards and out of the parks 
entirely. The automobilists themselves must 
preach greater care and must assist the au- 
thorities in keeping down the number of acci- 
dents. 

“The board never can consider the estab- 
lishment of any boulevard for any class or 
any set of men, The question of setting apart 
any portion of the boulevards for any par- 
ticular style of vehicle would be ene of grave 
public policy and could not be considered 
here today. I do not believe the proposition 
would be considered favorably by the board, 
as it would not be in accord with right or 
justice. 

‘* The existing ordinance seems to me to be 
satisfactory and to safeguard the interests 
of all. Our speed Umit now is in excess of 
that in most eastern cities. In most places 
the limit permitted is eight miles an hour, 
while we permit ten. In some parksautomo- 
biles are not permitted at all, notably Frank- 
lin park in Boston. 

‘“*T understand you gentlemen to say that 
you have been incorrectly reported in asking 
that horses be barred from the boulevards, 
but it is just such. statements that make the 
ordinary man feel that you are trying to 
drive ordinary people off the earth.”’ 


What Austin Club Wants. 


The regulations suggested by the Austin 
delegation are: 

Requiring rear lights on all vehicles, whether 
horse drawn or motor driven. 

That during the summer months one driveway 
be assigned to automobiles and the others to horses. 
This to apply to boulevards having double drive- 
way. 

That slow moving vehicles be required to keep 
to the right, as close as possible to the curb. 

That at all street intersections with boulevards, 
trucks, street cars, etc., give vehicles using the 
boulevards right of way. 

The delegation from the west side livery- 
men did not speak on the suggestions of the 
automobilists after President Eckhart had 
replied to them. 


Assessment to Cover Suits’ Cost. 


The property owners on Douglas boulevard 
will be asgessed by the west park board to 
defray the expenses of the long litigation 
which they have brought on, according to 
a resolution before the board. For thirteen 
years the property owners have been fight- 
ing the board in the courts to prevent the 
levying of a special assessment and the liti- 
gation is still going on. President Eckhart 
announced that the proceedings have already 
cost the board $100,000 and a supplemental 
assessment against the property owners to 
defray this sum is being prepared. 


CHILD CHAUFFEURS ARRESTED. 


Ruth Peabody and Edwin Clampitt, 
Each Aged 14, Taken in Evanston 
for Having No License. 


The crusade against reckless automobile 
driving in Evanston yesterday took a new 
turn when Policeman Robert Johnston, urged 
on by the desire to obey Col. Frost’s order 
that only licensed chauffeurs be allowed to 
drive, discovered two offenders and placed 
them under arrest. 

They were two M4 year old children, who 
were driving on Davis street machines be- 
longing to thefr fathers. One was Ruth Pea- 
body, daughter of F. F. Peabody of the firm 
of Cluett, Peabody & Co., 214 Greenwood 
boulevard, and the other Edwin Clampitt, 
son of F. J. Clampitt, manager of the Whit- 
ing Paper company, whose. home is in Wil- 
mette.

{BILLBOARD RULE DRAWN. | 


AFTER TWO YEARS’ CONSIDERA- 
TION COMMITTEE APPROVES IT. 


First Meeting of Judiciary Since the 

- Council Vacation—It Also Recom- 
mends for Passage an Ordinance 
Forbidding the Sale of Candies 
Containing Alcohol—Ticket Scalp- 
ing Law to Be Amended in Favor 
of Concerts, 


After having been under consideration for 
two years, the billboard ordinance was cut, 
pasted and amended into some semblance of 
a rational law yesterday afternoon by’ the 
judiciary committee. It gives the city au- 
thority over the billboards in certain im- 
portant particulars. 

It was the first meeting of the judiciary 
committee since vacation. After approving 
the billboard measure the committee took 
similar action with the ordinance forbid- 
ding the sale of alcoholic candy. Fifteen 
other ordinances were referred to subcom- 
mittees. 

The billboard ordinance will be redrafted by 
Ald. Dever, chairman of the committee, and 
brought up at the council meeting next Mon- 
day night. One important change gave the 
billboard companies until Jan. 1, 1907, as it 
does not go into effect until that date. 


Check to Bartzen. 

Another amendment makes it unnecessary 
for the owners of the billboards to secure 
permits for alterations in the advertising 
matter, and another provides for a notifica- 
tion from the building commissioner when 
a sign is found to violate the city ordinance. 
This last amendment was insisted upon by 
the proprietors of large billboard’ systems 
whose boards had been torn down by Build- 
ing Commissioner Bartzen. 

Several amendments were rejected, among 
them Ald. Herlihy’s plan to place the roof 
signs back for a distance of two-thirds of 
their height from the building line. 

Ald. Dixon pleaded guilty to owning an 
automobile, so he was de one of a .sub- 
committee that will consider the ordinance 
providing fules of the road which wag pre- 
pared last spring by Chief of Police Collins, 


Ticket Scalping Ordinance. 

The ticket scalping ordinance was referred 
to Ald. Harkin, to be changed so that it 
would not bar the sale of concert tickets at 
places other than the box offices. 

Other ordinances were referred to subcom- 
mittes as follows: Street stands, South Water 
street public market, contract publicity, ren- 
dering, gasoline garage tanks, anti-noise, 
order for a pound south of Ninety-fifth street, 
special firemen at theaters, and school scales 
for public weighers.

WHY NOT FACE THE INEVITABLE! 

Even if Secretary Taft shall quell the 
existing disorder in Cuba by patching up 
a peace, and even if it be true that the 
president is willing to give the Oubans 
“another chance” to show that they are 
capable of self-government, ft is difficult 
to imagine that the president or the secre- 
tary really believes it will amount to more 
than a temporary arrangement. Any set- 
tlement by arbitrary fiat of the United 
States forcing the government in Cuba 
to surrender to the demands of revolution- 
ists, without submission of those demands 
to a competent tribunal, can only be a 
half and half arrangement, a wretched 
and futile compromise, which will be brief 
The original inducements 
to revolution remain and they will operate 
to produce disorder as soon as the re- 
straining power of the United States is 
withdrawn. 

What assurance can a government thus 
established offer that another revolution 
will not break out, perhaps before this 
year is finished? What assurance can 
the “ins” give that the “outs” @ill not 
immediately organize and resort to vio- 
lence and open warfare to get in again? 
What better can be expected of a people 
wto have shown that they do not know 
the meaning of reppblican forth of gov- 
ernment and that they are incapable of 
governing themselves or each other? 

The president evidently desires to pro- 
eeed in this matter patiently and cau- 
tiously, so that no mistake may be made. 
Secretary Taft undoubtedly has the best 
of intentions and ‘desires to act with as 
much impartiality as possible between the 
warring factions. But this is one of those 
eases where tolerance or compromise is 
mistaken kindness to the isianders and 
involves waste of time and money and, 
perhaps, life to the United States. For 
such a halfway settlement as is now 
proposed must inevitably invite a recur- 
rence of revolution and compel this gov- 
ernment again to send its fleet and its 
soldiers there to do with more difficulty 
what can be done easily now. 

The annexation 6f Cuba sooner or later 
to the United States is inevitable, and 
the sooner that result comes the better it 
will be both for Cuba and for this coun- 
try. To <ompromise now may be polite 
and may be considerate of the Cuban fee!- 
ing, but it is only postponing the in- 
evitable, and that is never a reasonable 
nor an economic policy in any case. 


FUNSTON AND THE CUBANS. 

‘That Gem Funston deserted the Cuban 
cause, with which he was once associated, 
is generally known. That his desertion was 
the result of his disgust with and abhorrence 
of Cuban methods at the time of the insur- 
rection seems to be fully established. When, 
after the battle of Las Tunas, the Cubans 
deliberately butchered a Spaniard advancing 
under a flag of truce, and subsequently 
slaughtered a surrendering garrison of forty- 
six men to conceal the knowledge of the 
atrocious act, Funston came to the quick 
conclusion that his sympathies and im- 
pulses could not be with such representa- 
tives of such a cause. He left the Cuban 
“army” and surrendered himself to the 
Spanish authorities. This ~accounts for 
Funston’s “ unpopularity ” with the Cubans 
and for the hue and cry raised when the 
present mission to Cuba was made known 
to the people of theisland. But it does not 
im apy way militate against the fact that 
his acquaintance with the insurrectionary 
Cuban and his knowledge of brutal and ir- 
accompanying the 
island outbreaks make him the more valu- 
able adviser and the more useful man with 
power. The Cuban must be dealt with ashe 
is, and not as sentimentalists would picture 
him. :

CHICAGO AND THE MAYORS. 

It is presumed that when the conven- 
tion of mayors is called to order this 
morning every city of importance in the 
United States will be duly represented. 
Chicago admits a feeling of gratification 
at the honor implied in its selection as 
the ideal convention town, and will en- 
déavor ‘to give to the visiting mayors a 
welcome at once cordial and instructive. 
Phe keys of the city are at the disposi- 
tion of the visitors. and the joys and at- 
tractions of a progressive municipality 
and notable summer and fall resort await 
them. The lake will smile its prettiest as 


modern standards, the abatement of the 
smoke nuisance, and the general discour- 
agement of dirt, they may pause to con- 
sider other respects in which Chicago has 
reason for pride. They will note the tre 
mendous impetus of the building boom 
and the triumphs of modern architecture. 
They will see what has been done in the 
way of smaller parks for the beauty of 
the city and the comfort of the poor. Per- 
haps they may be tempted to make a 
flying visit to Chicago’s admirable libra- 
ries and to the university in which every 
loyal Chicagoan has a pride and hope. 
And all this with proper deference tothe 
time honored stockyards. 

Whatever the way in which the visitors 


‘| choose to disport themselves and provide 


for their pleasure and instruction, they 
are assured of cordial cotperation on the 
part of the people of Chicago. The Chi- 
cago man, however pressiag the claims of 
business, is always ready and willing to 
talk Chicago and assist in the admiration 
and glorification thereof. _ No impedi- 
ments in this direction will embarrass the 
visiting mayors. ‘Temporarily the city is 
at their service. 


CENTENNIAL OF PIKE’S PEAE. 

It is only a hundred years since the eastern 
slope of the Rockies was explored by rep- 
resentatives of the United States. Zebulon 
Montgomery Pike was the favored one who 
led the expedition into the newly purchased 
Louisiana country. The year before, during 
nine months of 1805-’6 he had been assigned 
toe conduct an expedition to trace the Missis- 
sippi to its farthest source. What he did 
in this connection is usually forgotten in the 
glories of the successful mission he under- 
took in 1806-’7. 

Jefferson was a firm believer in explora- 
tion. He sent Lewis and Clark off toward 
the far northwest to see what thdt region 
might develop. He sent Pike toward the 
southwest to follow the line between the 
Louisiana country and Spanish possessions, 
a line not definitely established until after 
the treaty of 1819. These explorations made 
Pike’s name famous. He was killed in the 
war of 1812 while leading an assault against 
what is now Toronto, a magazine exploding 
as he was standing on a redoubt. But his 
fame rests upon no war glory, although he 
was an army man, born to the service al- 
most, considering his father’s connection 
with the troops. 

Pike’s peak is not the highest of the 
Rockies, but it has had a prominent place 
in the history of the west. There was much 
of interest in Pike’s account of its discovery, 
or rather rediscovery. The Americans liked 
to hear of the big mountains. They became 
* enthusiastic when Fremont planted the flag 
upon a peak of the Rockies, actually doing 
what the word painting of Joseph Rodman 
Drake had portrayed years before. The 
tearing of the “azure robe of night” and 
planting “ the stars of glory there " appealed 
to the sentiment of the country. So it was 
with Pike’s peak. It wae along the line 
of westward travel, when “ Pike’s peak or 
bust” was the legend on many a wagon 
filled with “ forty-niners,” many of whom 
were afterwards known as “ Pikers.” Long 
before that, however, the geography of the 
country had paid its tribute to the explorer. 
Counties, towns, villages, townships were 
given his name. He was acclaimed every- 
where. His fame is a certain tribute to the 
American love for the adventurer and ex- 
plorer, who seeks new fields and adds to his 
country’s glory by description of big things 
not before known. 

There is just reason for the celebratiorf 
which Colorado is having this week. The 
pioneer explorers of the west cannot have 
too much honor paid to them. Their de- 
scriptions were often unscientific, their con- 
clusions erroneous, but they were the path- 
finders for the tremendous migrations which, 
in after years, pressed forward to make the 
“great American desert ” a home for thou- 
sands of settlers. The fortune of Pike was 
far better than that which falls to the lot 
of most explorers, for his own generation 
honored him. The laudations which come 
now are more in the nature of rejoicings over 
the wonderful progress that hag been made 
since the year when Pike first tried to reach 
the summit of the mountain which bears his 


name. 


TAGGART'S GAMBLING ANNEX. 

Gov. Hanly of Indiana was not too prompt 
or too vigorous in the reference which he 
made in his opening campaign speech to Tom 
Taggart’s gambling annex to the French 
Lick Springs hotel. The existence of such 
an annex in a place of public resort is a dis- 
grace to the state. Its people, regardless of 
party, should unite to remove the odium 
which will rest upon them so long as such a 
place is allowed to flourish. There should 
be no room for a Monte Carlo in the United 
States, least of all in one of the western 
states, where ideas of decency and morality 
are supposed to prevail. 


and Ostend, which the French Lick annex 
imitates, are far more injurious than the 
ordinary gambling houses, which are main- 
tained with more or less secrecy in large 
cities. The latter are kept open for the 
use of men exclusively, and mostly for pro- 
fessionals, but places like Ostend and Monte 
Carlo are visited by women, who are often 
the most inveterate of gamblers. They at- 
tract the dissolute of both sexes, and thus 
encourage not only gambling but al] kinds 
of vice, 

Of all the commonwealths in this country 
Indiana is the last one which can afford to 
tolerate an establishment like that of Tag- 
gart’s. Indiana is comparatively a rural 
community. It has no large cities where 
vice abounds and is difficult to check. The 
authorities, if sustained by the courts, can 
put Taggart’s gambling house out of busi- 
ness in a day. It will be better both for 
French Lick and West Baden when the 
gambling annex is shut. It creates an at- 
mosphere which is not inviting to respecta- 
ble visitors. It taints the air, makes the 
place dangerous and repulsive, and must 
drive off decent people lest they be suspected 
of going there for illicit pleasures, 

How Tom Taggart can carry on such a 
business or the democratic party can endure 
him in connection with it is a question which 
does not concern some of us gravely, but 
the party which tolerateg him as a leader has 
less to be excused for than the state which 
endures his establishment. Both the party 
and the state will find it difficult to justity 
themselves in the estimation of intelligent 
and respectable people. If a gambling an- 
nex of this kind cannot be endured at Sara- 
toga it should not be at French Lick 
The gambling which is rampant at Ostend 
is licensed by the authorities and encouraged 
by the exceptionally dissolute monarch of 
Belgium. Monte Carlo could not exist in 
any community except the curious little prin- 
cipality which mainly lives upon the earn- 
ings of the Casino. ‘No great or civilized 
government can well connive at the evils 
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Hstablishments like those at Monte Carlo’

The reports which eome from abroad rela- | 


tive to the success of municipal ownership 
are increasingly discouraging. The machin- 
ery does not work so well as had been ex- 
pected. The carefully prepared figures 
prove faulty when the results are examined. 
The net earnings are made possible only by 
reducing the amount set aside for deprecia- 
tion to a figure insufficient to cover the nat- 
ural wear and tear, Even the small net 
earnings would entirely disappear and leave 
a heavy balance on the other side if the mu- 
nicipal plante were compelled to pay taxes 
of the amount assessed against the private 
corporations. Government employ isshown 
not to be without its limitations, and the dis- 
couraging effect of the system upon private 
initiative and enterprise is everywhere ap- 
parent. | 

Such are some of the deductione easily 
drawn from a paper on “ Municipa] Owner- 
ship,” read by Arthur Williams at the an- 
nual convention of the association of Edison 
illuminating companies a few days ago. The 
writer may have had a purpose in view and 
his arguments may be somewhat colored. 
But they have their value and may tend to 
offset the “information ‘of a misleading 
nature” upon which he asserte that much 
public opinion favorable to municipal own- 
ership is based. 

Some citations from publicists of England 
are given which deserve careful attention. 
The most striking are those by Lord 
Goschen, Sir Felix Schuster, and Lord Ave- ; 
bury. The first arraigns municipal own- 
ership for having caused extravagant ex- 
penditure, accumulation of debt, and the 
invasion of field after field of private enter- 
prise. Sir Felix Schuster uses these ex- 
pressive words: 

Private enterprise is, after all, the backbone of 
our industries, to which nearly everthing great 
that has ever been done in this country is due, and 
on private enterprise we believe the future of our 
trade, of our commerce, and of our public life de- 
pends. 

Lord Avebury gave five reasons before 
the London county council why municipal 
trading is undesirable, stating that the legiti- 
mate functions and duties of our munici- 
palities are already enough; that municipal 
trading involves an immense increase in 
municipal debt; that it involves municipali- 
ties in labor disputes; that there is not the 
same stimulus to economy and attention as 
under private ownership; and that mu- 
nicipal trading is a serious check to progress 
and discovery. 

The salient feature of these expressions of 
opinion is the disastrous effect of the sup- 
pression of individual enterprise. That 
such a view should be takenin a monarchica] 
country where people have been accustomed 
to having much done by the government 
only emphasizes the opinion advanced by 
Vice President Fairbanks the other day 
considering the same thing from the stand- 
point of a republic. 

Considering the failure of Glasgow's ex- 
periment with the municipal telephone, the 
conspicuous lack of success attending the 
London municipa] steamboat service, and 
the increasingly large number of unfavor- 
able comments made by students within the 
countries affected and by American trav- 
elers abroad, there is good reason for think- 
ing that the attractions of municipal own- 
ership may be offset by many most serious 
objections, some of them fundamental from 
the point of view of long accepted American 
notions.

Lord Clifford of Chudleigh, who with Lady 
Clifford has been entertaining Queen Natalie 
of Servia at Ugbrooke park, his ancestral 
home in Devonshire, enjoys the unique dis- 
tinction in the British peerage of being the 
great-grandson of a cardinal. Mrs. Fitz 
Herbert, now shown to have been the wife 
of King George IV., had been twice married 
previously, her first husband having been 
Col. Weld of Lwuiworth castie, in Dorset, 
and of Stonyhurst. At his death, without 
issue, the property went not to his widow 
but to his brother, Thomas Weld, and it 
was the latter's son, a nephew, therefore, 
of Mrs. FitzHerbert, who eventually imher- 
ited Lalworth castle and Stonyhurst. Loa- 
ing his wife, to whom he was passionately 
attached, and who left him with a little 


girl, he entered holy orders, became a priest, 
and was created a cardinal] in 1831, bestow- 
ing‘ Stonyhurst on the Jesuits, who estab- 
lished there one of the most famous of their 
scholastic institutions. The cardinal died 
in 1837, almost on the same day as the de- 
mise of his aunt, Mre. FitzHerbert. His 
daughter married Lord: Clifford, grand- 
father of the presemt peer. 

Lord Clifford is well known in America, 
and in the early ‘70s spent much time in 
the west with Gen. Custer, with whom he 
enjoyed several severe brushes with the 
Sioux. He became a warm friend of the 
young officer who has now developed in 
Gen. Fred D. Grant, and was taken by him 
to the White house to be entertained by 
President Grant, of whose taciturnity he 
still speaks with amazement. The billiard 
room and the great hall at Ugbrooke park 
have their walls adorned with many trophies 
of the chase from America. He read for 
the bar, but the late Lord Chief Justice Cole- 
ridge refused to admit him on the ground 
that a peer of the realm could not be al- 
lowed to practice law. Curiously enough, 
it was thie lord chief justice’s aldest son 
and successor, .the present Lerd Coleridge, 
who obtained a reversal of this ruling in 
order to preserve his own lucrative practice 
at the bar, hie father having left all his 
property to his second wife.

Clifford is the chief was the father of the 
lady known in history as the “ Fair Rosa- 
mond,’’ whose infatuation for King Henry 
II. led to her being poisoned by Queen 
Eleanor. Lord Clifford is a Catholic, like 
his ancestors, and the first peer of the line 
who preferred to resign the lucrative office of 
lord high treasurer of the kingdom rather 
than comsent to take the Anglican sacra- 
ment, in accordamce with the requirements 
of the so-called test act.

no children, and is married to Miss Mabel 
Towneley of Towneley, a datsghter of one 
of the historic families of Lancashire, and 
who preserves among other relics in the 
chapel at Ugbrooke park the head of her 
ancestor, Francis Towneley, which was sur- 
reptitiously removed by hig relatives from 
the spikes on Temple Bar, on which it had 
been impaled after his execution for high 
treason at the time of the Jacobite rebellion.

ustice to many industries. He said he firmly 

elieved that if employers fail to make wise 
suggestions in reference to legislation ap- 
plicable to their business and necessary to 
the common good they shortly will find their 
business regulated by laws placed upon the 
statute books by men not familiar with the 
requirements. The question of regulation or 
no regulation, he said, is rapidly passing into 
the dangerously radical issue of government 
regulation ory government ownership.

Sees Antidote for Ills. 

While he deemed it hardly credible that 
there is any immediate danger of the triumph 
of the doctrine of government ownership, yet 
the tendency is rapidly growing. 
antidote, he declared, was to be found in the 
greater participation of the congervative ele- 
ments of society, in economic discussion and 
in the politicaf life and action of the com- 
munity. He urged the bankers of Illinois to 
aid in the framing of such laws for the super~ 
vision of banking institutions to avert such 
disastrous failures as had been lately wit- 
nessed and make them well nigh impossible. 
The governor said: 

“Though there may be no necessity for 
subjecting the sober and conservative busi- 
ness organizations of the country to govern- 
ment espionage suitable only to unsound or 
dishonest business methods, yet there is, on 
the other hand, no justification for regard- 
ing all government regulation ag the product 
of the agitator and the demagogue, who in- 
cite the crude thinking, the envious, and the 
unthrifty to action which endangers the 
security of all property. 


_- 
Demagogue a Real Peril. 

“ The demagogue and the agitator,whom we 
have always with us, are rea! perils and their 
baneful influence can only be met by an ap- 
peal to the sober sense of the great masses 
of the people. And this appeal cannot be 
succeesfully made by those who are opposed 
to the necessary extension of government 
regulation, becaus¢ the need of such regule- 
tion is obvious and is felt and recognized by 
the community. The opposition of those 
whose business is properly subject to govern- 
ment supervision and control, to legitimate 
regulation, plays into the hands of the ex- 
tremista Persistence in this opposition can 
have but one regult—a tendency to substitute 
for the idea of government supervision and 
regulation the idea of government owner- 
ship. 

“The business men and bankers of the 
community cannot afford to be silent upon 
a subject so vital to their interests. They 
cannot afford to abandon the forum of pub- 
lic discussion to the wild eyed agitator and 
the ill informed spellbinder. They must 
themselves take the initiative in the formu- 
lation of wise legislation, and must learn 
to form their opinions from a just con- 
sideration not merely of their own special 
interests but of the larger interest of the 
great community on whose political comity 
and conservatism their own business security 
depends. 

“Men of experience must give expression 
to their views so that the public and the 
legislative and executive departments of the 
government may have the benefit of their 
knowledge and wisdom, gleaned from a first 
hand familiarity with the subjects under 
discussion. Only by your more active and 
enlightened participation in the political life 
of the community can the applied science 
of government keep pace with the rapidly 
changing conditions brought about by the 
growth of wealth whose capitalistic use is 


‘properly the subject of government control, 


and at the eame time remain sound and con- 
wervative, because limited by the necessity. 
which justifies its exercise. 


>. 
Duty of Every Citizen. 

“This I deem the plain duty of every man 
of intelligence, whatever hie special line of 
business. If he himself will not offer pug- 
gestions for its proper regulation, those less 
competent to do so—those who feel the need 
of. regulation but can throw no light upon 
the nature or extent of it, and those who 
are controlled by mercenary motives—will 
do it for him. 

“This is a commercial age and one of 
its necessities is the infusion into business 
retations of a higher moral spirit than that 
which characterized the petty bartering for 
which the old legal doctrine, “ caveat emp- 
tor '’"—let the buyer beware—furnished the 
rather menacing formula. The recognition 
of the true relation of commerod and trade 
to the general welfare and the growing de 
pendence of the community upon their prop- 
er conduct call for the exercise of what 
might be denominated the new patriotism— 
the patriotism of business, the patriotism 
which cannot regard with complacency the 
sullying of the reputation of our commumni- 
ties for commercial and financial honesty 
and fair dealing.”

PRIVATE DETECTIVES.

4 une.J—My attention has been called to an 


article published in your paper under date 
of Sept. 20, entitled, “Some Shameless 
Crimes of Private Detectives,’’ 

I have read this article carefully and wish 
to state it is full of inaccuracies, does great 
injustice to those engaged in the legitimate 
detective business, and the writer evidently 
knows little of reputable private detective 
agencies of America, and I doubt his com- 
petency to pass On the private detective sys- 
tem in England. 

From what I know of Mr. Beet’s detective 
experience, he is wholly incompetent to judge 
of the matters on which hé writes. 

My father was practically the founder of 
the private detective business in America: it 
has been the life work of my brother and 
myself, and without being egotistical, there 
is probably no one who knows more of the 
business than we do and who can speak 
more accurately on the subject than we «an. 

I am not an upholder of wrong in any pro- 
fession, and least of all in my own, but if the 
private detective system was as disreputable 
as Mr. Beet claims there should be some 
public record to show for it, and I will 
venture to say that convictiong of private 
detectives in this country could be counted on 
the fingers of both hands, 

In the last fifty-five years that our busi- 
ness has been established we have probaply 
employed (conservatively estimated) 40,000 
men, and not one was convicted of a crime. 

With reference to Mr. Beet’s statements 
on the “ Homestead" matter that 2,000 de- 
tectives were placed on the ground, and de- 
tailing their duties, etc., I have to say that

[From the New York Tribune.) : 
“ Pike's Peak or bust!’ exclaimed the 
wrinkled and bronzed emigrant in the middie 
of the last century as he cracked his whip 
over his meek eyed oxen and urged forward 
his prairie schooner across the plains toward 
this mighty land mark of the Rocky moun- 
tains. Beginning today and continuing 
throughout the week, the centennial of the 
visit of Capt. Zebulon Montgomery Pike to 
this famous mountain and emblem of the 
spirit of the western pioneers, which bears 
his name, will be celebrated In Colorado. 

The centennial of Capt. Pike’s expedition 
up the Arkansas valley, also, will be cele- 
brated from Wednesday until Saturday this 
week at Pawnee Village, Kas. Capt. Pike 
first unfurled the American flag’ in Kansas. 


It was on Sept. 29, 1806, at Pawnee Village, — 


that he caused the Spanish flag to be drawn 
down by the Indians living there, and the 
stars and stripes hoisted in its place. 


: i. 
Spaniards There First. 

There are several anomalies connected with 

the mountain and the celebration of this an- 
niversary. Capt. Pike was not the first white 
man to see the towering mountain, as some 
uninformed persons still think. The Span- 
fards had often been in the neighborhood, 
and, in fact, Capt. Pike was following a 
Spanish party when he saw the mountain. 
. Nor was he the first white man to reach 
ite summit. As he himself declared, he never 
came nearer to it than fifteen miles, The 
mountain was not surmounted until nearly 
fifteen years afterward, when Dr, Edwin 
James, with three other members of the 
Rocky mountain expedition under Maj. 8. H. 
Long, attained this distinction, The naming 
of the mountain itself is involvedin mystery, 
as no one knows who applied to it the pres- 
ent name. It was originally named James’ 
Peak, but the title would not stick. Students 
of the subject declare that, like Topsy, the 
alliterative name of Pike’s Peak, “ just 
growed,."" It was so called by the pioneers 
several years before it got into print. It is 
probable also that there are many persons 
who cannot tell the namesof other mountains 
in Colorado which are approximately of the 
same height as Pike's Peak, and which the 
ordinary person would think were entitled to 
some of the fame that has gathered about 
the well known landmark.

Pike’s Expedition One of First. 

Capt. Pike’s expedition was one of the first 
to be sent by the American government into 
the Louisiana territory. It started from 8t. 
Louis on July 15, 1806, a short time before 
the return of the Lewis and Clark expedition, 
it being second only to that in point of time. 

The expedition, consisting of sixteen men, 
on Nov. 15 came in sight of a mountain 
which, according to Capt. Pike’s journal, 
“appeared Hke a small blue cloud.” With 
one accord they gave three cheers for the 
“ Mexican mountains.” They were, how- 
ever, a hundred miles away from the tallest 
peak any of them had ever seen. Two days 
later the party set out for the “ bite cloud.”’ 
Capt. Pike found, after traveling twenty- 
three and one-half miles, that it had one of 
the characteristics of the pot of gold at the 
end of the rainbow—it seemed to recede as 
fast as he moved forward, 

Eight days elapsed before he reached.she 
base of what he thought was the “ Grand 
Peak.” He had many edventures on the 
way, one being with a band of thieving 
Indians numbering sixty. The Indians 
played a practical joke on him and two of Lis 
comrades. The three were riding horses, 
The Indians made as if they would embrace 
them in token of friendliness, coming toward 
them with open arms and bearing no 
weapons. Capt. Pike and his companions 
dismounted to greet the Indians, who crow4d- 
ed around...

PROJECTS FOR NEW SCHOOLS 
CHANGED TO FIT FINANCES. 


Board Finds That-It Has Provided for 
$5,000,000 More Work than It Can 
Pay For, So Will Go Slower. 


Following the discovery that provision had 
been made by the board of education for the 
expenditure of nearly $5,000,000 more than 
will be available during the next year for 
new buildings and sites, the finance commit- 
tee of the school board yesterday begat the 
work of puncturing the plans of the board 
to erect enough school buildings to give a seat 
to every child in Chicago. 

As a beginning the committee called on 
Supt. Cooley to make a revised list of those 
buildings which are most needed. These will 
be built first, and the plane for the others 
will not be drawn until there is enough money 
on hand to pay forthem. As a second etep 
the committee may order work stopped on 
the plans for the Bowen manual training 
high school tn South Chicago and will hold up 
the contracts for the Lyman Trumbull man- 
ual training high school. In this way the 
expenditure of $800,000 will be postponed. 
It was officially announced after the meet- 
ing that the board does not propose to stop 
its building operations. The plan, as out- 
lined by President Ritter, ie simply to goat a 
little slower pace. 

“The new buildings will be bullt just as 
rapidly as we have the money, but no faster,” 
declared President Ritter. ‘ Our purpose is 
to expend annually on new sites and build- 
ings the whole building fund instead of carry- 
ing over a large balance into the next year. 
We shall spend the money for the purposes 
for which it was collected, but we shall not 
begin the new year with a deficit.”
